FIRST  DAY 

House  of  Representatives 
Wednesday,  January  8,  1947 

Be  it  remembered  that  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
fixes  the  date  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina 
as  being  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  biennially, 
the  date  for  this  meeting  being  January  8,  1947. 

This  day,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  mem- 
bers-elect of  the  House  of  Representatives  assemble  in  their  Hall  in  the  City 
of  Raleigh  and  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  in  accordance  with  the  statutes,  are 
called  to  order  by  Honorable  Thad  Eure,  Secretary  of  State. 

Prayer  is  offered  by  Reverend  Grey  Temple,  Rector  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
Church  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 

The  roll  is  called  and  the  following  members-elect  answer  to  their  names 
and  appear  with  the  proper  certificates  of  election  and  take  and  subscribe 
to  the  following  prescribed  oath  of  office,  which  is  administered  by  Associate 
Justice  W.  A.  Devin,  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

"Do  you,  each  for  yourself,  solemnly  swear  that  you  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  do  you  solemnly  and  sincerely  swear 
that  you  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  and  to  the  constitutional  powers  and  authorities  which  are  or 
may  be  established  for  the  government  thereof;  and  that  you  will  endeavor 
to  support,  maintain,  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  said  State,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  the  best  of  your 
knowledge  and  ability;  and  do  you  further  solemnly  swear  that  you  will 
faithfully  discharge  your  duties  as  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  according  to  the  best  of  your  skill  and  ability 
and  according  to  law,  so  help  you,  God?"

and  I  do  further  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  well  and  truly  execute  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  according  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  ability,  according  to  law;  so 
help  me,  God."

Committee : 

I  recommend  that  the  Rules  Committee  make  the  following  amendments 
to  the  1945  Rules : 
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No.  1.  That  Rule  No.  11  be  amended  by  providing  that  former  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  who  are  registered  under  Article  9,  Chapter  120-40,. 
of  the  General  Statute  of  North  Carolina,  shall  not  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
the  floor.  The  Chair  interprets  Rule  11  as  now  written  to  permit  former 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  employed  to  act  as  counsel  or  agent  to 
promote  or  oppose  the  passage  by  the  General  Assembly  of  any  legislation 
effecting  the  pecuniary  interest  of  any  individual,  association,  or  corpora- 
tion as  distinct  from  those  of  the  whole  people  of  the  State  to  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  the  floor.  The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  any  former  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly  who  is  so  employed  should  not  at  the  same  time 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

No.  2.  That  Rule  No.  47  be  amended  by  consolidating  the  Committees 
on  Commercial  Fisheries  and  Oyster  Industry  and  that  the  new  Committee 
be  designated  as  "The  Committee  on  Commercial  Fisheries  and  Oyster  In- 
dustry"; that  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations  and  the  Committee  on 
Interstate  Cooperation  be  consolidated  and  the  new  Committee  be  designated 
as  the  ', Committee  on  Federal  and  Interstate  Cooperation";  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Recodification  be  discontinued. 

No.  3.  That  a  Rule  be  enacted  which  will  permit  the  consideration  and 
passage  of  all  bills  or  claims  for  damages  against  the  State  in  one  omnibus 
bill.  In  the  past,  the  practice  has  been  to  introduce  a  separate  bill  for  each 
claim,  and  these  bills  number  50  to  100  each  Session.  This  procedure  would 
materially  reduce  the  number  of  bills  introduced  and  the  time  consumed 
in  their  passage  and  the  amount  of  clerical  work  incident  thereto.  The 
Gentleman  from  Guilford,  Mr.  Moseley,  has  given  considerable  thought  and 
study  to  this  question.  I  have  named  him  a  member  of  the  Rules  Committee 
.and  have  requested  him  to  present  this  question  to  the  Rules  Committee  in 
detail.

Your  Committee  on  Rules  having  met  on  Wednesday,  January  8,  1947, 
for  the  purpose  of  formulating  the  Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
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for  the  Session  of  1947,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  permanent  Rules  of 
the  Session  of  1945  with  the  following  amendments: 

Amendment  1:  Amend  Rule  11  by  striking  out  the  words  "of  the  Sen- 
ate," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "and."  Amend  further  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "former  members  of  the  General  Assembly"  in 
the  first  sentence  of  House  Rule  No.  11,  the  following:  "who  are  not  regis- 
tered under  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  Chapter  120  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina."  In  the  last  sentence  of  the  same  Rule  fol- 
lowing the  words  "PROVIDED,  that  no  person  except  members"  strike 
out  the  words  "of  the  Senate." 

Amendment  2:  That  Rule  47  be  amended  by  consolidating  the  Com- 
mittees on  Commercial  Fisheries  and  Oyster  Industry  and  that  the  New 
Committee  be  designated  as  "The  Committee  on  Commercial  Fisheries  and 
Oyster  Industry";  that  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Interstate  Cooperation  be  consolidated  and  the  new  Committee 
be  designated  as  the  "Committee  on  Federal  and  Interstate  Cooperation"; 
and  that  the  Committee  on  Recodification  be  discontinued. 

Amendment  3 :  Amend  Rule  66  by  striking  out  the  words  "Congres- 
sional Districts,"  "Senatorial  Districts,"  and  "Recodification,"  and  by  adding 
the  words  "Mental  Institutions,"  with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker.

rules  of  the  house  of  representatives 
session  1947 

Touching  the  duties  of  Speaker 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  have  the  Sessions  of  the  House 
opened  with  prayer. 

2.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour  fixed  by  the  House  on  the 
preceding  legislative  day,  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and, 
on  appearance  of  a  quorum,  cause  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be 
approved. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in 
preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any 
member,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by 
leave  of  the  House.  A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  sustain  any  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair. 
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4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  namely,  "Those  in  favor  (as  the 
question  may  be)  will  say  'Aye,'  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  has  been 
expressed,  "Those  opposed  will  say,  'No'."  Upon  a  call  for  a  division  the 
Speaker  shall  count;  if  required  he  shall  appoint  tellers. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall.  He  shall  have 
a  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  sub- 
stitution shall  not  extend  beyond  one  day,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  by 
leave  of  the  House. 

7.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  House. 

8.  In  all  elections  the  Speaker  may  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  may  exer- 
cise his  right  to  vote,  or  he  may  reserve  this  right  until  there  is  a  tie;  but 
in  no  case  shall  he  be  allowed  to  vote  twice  on  the  same  question. 

9.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  resolutions,  and  all  warrants  and  subpoenas 
issued  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker. 

10.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or 
lobby,  the  Speaker  or  other  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 

11.  No  person  except  members  and  officers  and  clerks  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Superior  Courts,  State  officers,  former 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  who  are  not  registered  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  9  of  Chapter  120  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina, 
and  persons  particularly  invited  by  the  Speaker  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  hall  of  the  House:  Provided,  that  no  person  except  members  and  officers 
of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  House  or  in  the 
lobby  in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk,  unless  permitted  by  the  Speaker  of 
the  House. 

12.  No  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  cour- 
tesies of  the  floor,  lobby  or  gallery  shall  be  made  during  the  consideration 
of  the  Public  Calendar,  except  upon  motion  of  the  Speaker. 

13.  Reporters  wishing  to  take  down  debates  may  be  admitted  by  the 
Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to  them  on  the  floor  or  elsewhere,  to 
effect  this  object,  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  the  House. 

14.  Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  hall,  lobbies,  or  the  galleries 
while  the  House  is  in  session:  Provided,  that  smoking  may  be  permitted  in 
the  lobby  in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker's  desk. 

ORDER   OP   BUSINESS    OF   THE   DAY 

15.  After  the  approval  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day,  which  shall 
stand  approved  without  objection,  the  House  shall  proceed  to  business  in 
the  following  order,  viz.: 
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(1)  The  receiving  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
General  Assembly  or  to  the  House. 

(2)  Reports  of  standing  committees.  •        , 

(3)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(4)  Resolutions. 

(5)  Bills. 

(6)  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

(7)  Bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  messages,  and  other  papers 
on  the  Calendar,  in  their  exact  numerical  order,  unless  displaced  by  the 
orders  of  the  day ;  but  messages  and  motions  to  elect  officers  shall  always  be 
in  order. 

No  member  shall  rise  from  his  seat  to  introduce  any  petition,  resolution, 
or  bill  out  of  order  unless  he  is  permitted  so  to  do  by  a  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

ON   DECORUM    IN   DEBATE 

16.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Speaker. 

17.  When  the  Speaker  shall  call  a  member  to  order,  the  member  shall  sit 
down,  as  also  he  shall  when  called  to  order  by  another  member,  unless  the 
Speaker  decides  the  point  of  order  in  his  favor.  By  leave  of  the  House  a 
member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact,  or  explain,  but  shall  not 
proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  stands  but  by  permission  of  the 
House.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and  if, 
upon  appeal,  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may 
proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not,  except  by  leave  of  the  House;  and  if  the 
case,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  its 
censure. 

18.  No  member  shall  speak  until  recognized  by  the  Chair,  and  when  two 
or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member 
to  speak. 

19.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  main  question,  nor 
longer  than  thirty  minutes  for  the  first  speech  and  fifteen  minutes  for  the 
second  speech,  unless  allowed  to  do  so  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  be  speak  more  than  once  upon  an  amend- 
ment or  motion  to  commit  or  postpone,  and  then  not  longer  than  ten  minutes. 
But  the  House  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority,  suspend  the  operations  of  this 
rule  during  any  debate  on  any  particular  question  before  the  House,  or  the 
Committee  on  Rules  may  bring  in  a  special  rule  that  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  debate  on  any  bill. 

20.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  House, 
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no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  of  or  cross  the  House,  nor  when 
a  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up,  or  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  Chair. 

21.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  when  he  was  not  present  when 
the  question  was  put  by  the  Speaker,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  House. 
Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no  member  without 
the  bar  shall  be  counted. 

22".  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  hall  of  the  House  for  the  above 
purpose  when  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote  upon  a  call  of  the  ayes 
and  noes,  unless  the  House  for  special  reasons  shall  excuse  him,  and  no  ap- 
plication to  be  excused  from  voting  or  to  explain  a  vote  shall  be  entertained 
unless  made  before  the  call  of  the  roll.  The  hall  of  the  House  shall  include 
the  lobbies  and  offices  connected  with  the  hall. 

23.  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker  or,  if  writ- 
ten, it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the  Speaker  or  Clerk 
before  debate.  A  motion  to  table  or  adjourn  shall  be  seconded  before  the 
motion  is  put  by  the  Speaker  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 

24.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  two 
members  request  it. 

25.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before  a 
decision  or  amendment,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  mo- 
tion, when  made  by  a  member,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession 
of  the  House,  and  shall  not  be  withdrawn  without  leave  of  the  House. 

26.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged;  and  no  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend, 
being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  propo- 
sition. 

27.  A  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate, and  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the 
House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
not  follow  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  debate  or  some  other  business  of  the 
House  has  intervened. 

28.  In  case  of  adjournment  without  any  hour  being  named,  the  House 
shall  reconvene  on  the  next  legislative  day  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

29.  When  a  question  has  been  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not 
be  acted  on  again  during  the  session,  except  upon  a  two-thirds  vote. 

30.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when  the  same 
shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker. 
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31.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move 
for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  unless  it 
may  have  subsequently  passed  the  Senate,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider 
shall  be  taken  from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  But  unless  such 
vote  has  been  taken  by  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  any  member  may  move 
to  reconsider. 

32.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  which  has  been  read  in 
the  Houses,  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

33.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House  shall 
be  presented  by  the  Speaker;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof 
may  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer  before  reference  to  a  committee, 
but  shall  not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  first  being  read, 
unless  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise. 

34.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it  shall  be 
on  motion  before  the  question  is  put;  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the 
members  present,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and  noes;  and 
in  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  or  on  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the 
members  will   be   taken   alphabetically. 

35.  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed  and  personal  reflection  carefully 
avoided. 

36.  Any  member  may  arise  at  any  time  to  speak  to  a  question  of  personal 
privilege,  and  upon  objection  to  him  proceeding,  the  Speaker  shall  determine 
if  the  question  is  one  of  privilege. 

37.  Fifteen  members,  including  the  Speaker,  shall  be  authorized  to  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  absent  members.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority 
of  the  qualified  members  of  the  House. 

38.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  House  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  House  without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

39.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee  if  he 
is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

40.  If  any  member  shall  be  necessarily  absent  on  temporary  business  of 
the  House  when  a  vote  is  taken  upon  any  question,  upon  entering  the  House 
he  shall  be  permitted,  on  request,  to  vote,  provided  that  the  result  shall  not 
be  thereby  affected. 

41.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  rescinded  or  altered  without  one 
day's  notice  given  on  the  motion  thereof,  and  to  sustain  such  motion  two- 
thirds  of  the  House  shall  be  required. 

42.  The  members  of  the  House  shall  uncover  their  heads  upon  entering 
the  House  while  it  is  in  session,  and  shall  continue  so  uncovered  during  their 
continuance  in  the  hall,  except  Quakers. 
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43.  A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote,  ex- 
cept a  motion  to  reconsider  an  indefinite  postponement,  or  a  motion  to  re- 
consider a  motion  tabling  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  shall  require  a 
two-thirds   vote. 

44.  After  a  bill  has  been  tabled  or  has  failed  to  pass  on  any  of  its  read- 
ings, the  contents  of  such  bill  or  the  principal  provisions  of  its  subject-matter 
shall  not  be  embodied  in  any  other  measure.  Upon  the  point  of  order  being 
raised  and  sustained  by  the  Chair,  such  measure  shall  be  laid  upon  the 
table,  and  shall  not  be  taken  therefrom  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  elected  membership  of  the  House:  Provided,  no  local  bill  shall  be  held  by 
the  Chair  as  embodying  the  provisions  or  being  identical  with  any  Statewide 
measure  which  has  been  laid  upon  the  table,  or  failed  to  pass  any  of  its 
readings. 

45.  A  motion  to  table  an  amendment  sent  up  from  the  floor  shall  not  be 
construed  as  a  motion  to  table  the  principal  bill  or  any  other  amendment 
which  has  been  offered  thereto,  and  if  such  motion  is  carried,  only  the  amend- 
ment shall  lie  upon  the  table. 

46.  When  a  member  desires  to  interrupt  a  member  having  the  floor  he 
shall  first  obtain  recognition  by  the  Chair  and  permission  of  the  member 
occupying  the  floor,  and  when  so  recognized  and  such  permission  is  obtained 
he  may  propound  a  question  to  the  member  occupying  the  floor,  but  he  shall 
not  propound  a  series  of  questions  or  interrogatories  or  otherwise  interrupt 
the  member  having  the  floor;  and  the  Speaker  shall,  without  the  point  of 
order  being  raised,  enforce  this  rule.

47.  At  the  commencement  of  the  Session  a  standing  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  namely:

The  first  member  announced  on  each  committee  shall  be  Chairman,  and 
where  the  Speaker  so  desires  he  may  designate  a  vice  chairman. 

48.  Whenever  the  House  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  concur  in  amendments 
put  by  the  Senate  to  a  bill  originating  in  the  House,  or  shall  refuse  to  adopt 
a  substitute  adopted  by  the  Senate  for  a  bill  originating  in  the  House,  a 
conference' committee  shall  be  appointed  upon  motion  made,  consisting  of  a 
number  named  in  the  motion;  and  the  bill  under  consideration  shall  there- 
upon go  to  and  be  considered  by  the  joint  conferees  on  the  part  of  the  House 
and  Senate.  In  considering  matters  in  difference  between  the  House  and 
Senate  committed  to  the  conferees  only  such  matters  as  are  in  difference 
between  the  two  houses  shall  be  considered  by  the  conferees,  and  the  con- 
ference report  shall  deal  only  with  such  matters.  The  conference  report 
shall  not  be  amended.  Except  as  herein  set  out,  the  rules  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  Congress  shall  govern  the  appointment,  conduct,  and 
reports  of  the  conferees. 
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49.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave 
the  Chair,  and  a  Chairman  to  preside  in  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker. 

50.  Upon  bills  submitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  bill 
shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated 
by  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered.  The  body  of  the 
bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page 
and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper  as  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After 
report,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  sections 
before  a  question  on  its  passage  be  taken. 

51.  The  rules  of  procedure  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limit- 
ing the  time  of  speaking  and  the  previous  question. 

52.  In  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  a  motion  that  the  committee  rise 
shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

53.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules, 
or  by  order  of  the  House,  or  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  unless  introduced 
in  regular  order  during  the  morning  hour. 

54.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  reported  from  the  committee  to 
which  referred,  with  such  recommendation  as  the  committee  may  desire  to 
make. 

55.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  in  the  House  previous  to  its 
passage,  and  the  Speaker  shall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it  be  its  first, 
second,  or  third  reading. 

56.  Any  member  introducing  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  briefly  endorse 
thereon  the  substance  of  the  same. 

57.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  upon  their  introduction  be  referred  by 
the  Speaker,  without  suggestion  from  the  introducer,  to  the  appropriate 
committee.  No  bills  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  committee  to  which  re- 
ferred except  upon  motion  duly  made  and  carried  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

58.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  keep  a  separate  calendar  of  the  public, 
local,  and  private  bills,  and  shall  number  them  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  introduced,  and  all  bills  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  they  stand  upon 
the  Calendar;  but  the  Committee  on  Rules  may  at  any  time  arrange  the 
order  of  precedence  in  which  bills  may  be  considered.  No  bill  shall  be 
twice  read  on  the  same  day  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members. 

59.  All  resolutions  which  may  grant  money  out  of  the  Treasury,  or  such 
as  shall  be  of  public  nature,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  in  a  similar  manner 
with  public  bills. 
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60.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until 
another  is  appointed. 

61.  On  the  point  of  no  quorum  being  raised,  the  doors  shall  be  closed  and 
there  shall  be  a  call  of  the  House,  and  upon  a  call  of  the  House  the  names 
of  the  members  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Clerk  and  the  absentees  noted, 
after  which  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over.  Those 
for  whom  no  excuse  or  sufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those 
present,  if  fifteen  in  number,  be  taken  into  custody  as  they  appear  or  may 
be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody,  wherever  to  be  found  by  special  messenger 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

PREVIOUS   QUESTION 

62.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?"  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and 
debate.  If  this  question  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "main  ques- 
tion" shall  be  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution,  or  other  matter  under 
consideration;  but  when  amendments  are  pending,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  upon  such  amendments,  in  inverse  order,  without  further  debate  or 
amendment.  If  such  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question 
shall  be  considered  as  remaining  under  debate:  Provided,  that  no  one  shall 
move  the  previous  question  except  the  member  submitting  the  report  on  the 
bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  and  the  member  introducing  the 
bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  or  the  member  in  charge  of  the 
measure,  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  reporting 
the  same  to  the  House  at  the  time  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration 
is  reported  to  the  House  or  taken  up  for  consideration. 

When  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made,  and  pending  the  second 
thereto  by  a  majority,  debate  shall  cease;  but  if  any  member  obtains  the 
floor,  he  may  move  to  lay  the  matter  under  consideration  on  the  table,  or 
move  an  adjournment,  and  when  both  or  either  of  these  motions  are  pend- 
ing the  question   shall  stand: 

(1)  Previous   question. 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

And  then  upon  the  main  question,  or  amendments,  or  the  motion  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  amend,  in  the 
order  of  their  precedence,  until  the  main  question  is  reached  or  disposed  of; 
but  after  the  previous  question  has  been  called  by  a  majority,  no  motion, 
or  amendment,  or  debate  shall  be  in  order. 

All  motions  below  the  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  must  be  made  prior 
to  a  motion  for  the  previous  question ;  but,  pending  and  not  after  the  second 
therefor,  by  the  majority  of  the  House,  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  lay  on  the 
table,  or  both,  are  in  order.  This  constitutes  the  precedence  of  the  mo- 
tions to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  over  other  motions,  in  Rule  25. 
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Motions  stands  as  follows  in  order  of  precedence  in  Rule  26: 

Previous  question. 

Adjourn. 

Lay  on  the  table. 

Postpone   definitely. 

To  commit  or  amend. 

When  the  previous  question  is  called,  all  motions  below  it  fall,  unless 
made  prior  to  the  call,  and  all  motions  above  it  fall  after  its  second  by  a 
majority  required.  Pending  the  second,  the  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay 
on  the  table  are  in  order,  but  not  after  a  second.  When  in  order  and  every 
motion  is  before  the  House,  the  question  stands  as  follows: 

Previous  question. 

Adjourn. 

Lay  on  the  Table. 

Postpone  indefinitely. 

Postpone  definitely. 

To  commit. 

Amendment  to  amendment. 

Amendment. 

Substitute. 

Bill. 

The  previous  question  covers  all  other  motions  when  seconded  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  House,  and  proceeds  by  regular  graduation  to  the  main  ques- 
tion, without  debate,  amendment,  or  motion,  until  such  question  is  reached 
or  disposed  of. 

63.  All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  when 
favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  carries  an  appropriation  from  the  State, 
shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said  bill  shall  be  re-referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  for  a  further  report  before  being  acted 
upon  by  the  House.  All  committees,  other  than  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
when  favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  in  any  way  or  manner  raises 
revenue  or  levies  a  tax  or  authorizes  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes,  whether 
public,  public-local,  or  private,  shall  indicate  same  in  the  report,  and  said 
bill  shall  be  re-referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  a  further  report 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

64.  The  Principal  Clerk  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  appoint,  with 
approval  of  the  Speaker,  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  ef- 
ficient discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  various  offices,  and  one  or  more  of 
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whom  may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  from  the  Principal  Clerk's  office  to  the 
office  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  bills. 

65.  The  Speaker  may  appoint  a  Clerk  to  the  Speaker,  and  he  may  also 
appoint  ten  pages  to  wait  upon  the  sessions  of  the  House,  and  when  the 
pressure  of  business  may  require,  he  may  appoint  five  additional  pages. 

66.  The  Chairman  of  each  of  the  following  committees :  Agriculture,  Ap- 
propriations, Banks  and  Banking,  Conservation  and  Development,  Consti- 
tutional Amendments,  Counties,  Cities  and  Towns,  Courts  and  Judicial 
Districts,  Education,  Elections  and  Election  Laws,  Finance,  Health,  Higher 
Education,  Insurance,  Judiciary  No.  1,  Judiciary  No.  2,  Manufactures  and 
Labor,  Mental  Institutions,  Propositions  and  Grievances,  Public  Utilities, 
Public  Welfare,  Roads,  Rules,  Salaries  and  Fees,  Unemployment  Compen- 
sation, and  "Veterans  Legislation,  may  each  appoint  a  clerk  to  the  said  com- 
mittee. All  committee  clerks  heretofore  provided  for  are  to  be  appointed  by 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Speaker.  With  the  exception  of  the  Clerks 
appointed  to  the  Appropriations  and  Finance,  the  Clerks  to  all  the  other 
above  named  committees,  when  not  on  duty  with  their  specific  committee 
shall  report  to  and  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the 
House  for  assignment  to  special  duty  with  other  committees  and  to  serve  the 
convenience  of  the  members  of  the  House. 

67.  The  Chairman  of  all  committees  shall  notify,  or  cause  to  be  notified, 
the  first  named  introducer  on  such  bills  as  are  set  for  hearing  before  their 
respective  committees,  the  date,  time  and  place  of  such  hearing. 

68.  That  no  clerk,  laborer,  or  other  person  employed  or  appointed  under 
Rules  59,  60  and  61  hereof  shall  receive  during  such  employment,  appoint- 
ment, or  service  any  compensation  from  any  department  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment, or  from  any  other  source,  and  there  shall  not  be  voted,  paid,  or 
awarded  any  additional  pay,  bonus  or  gratuity  to  any  of  them,  but  said 
persons  shall  receive  only  the  pay  for  such  duties  and  services  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law.  When  the  House  is  not  in  session  the  pages  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Principal  Clerk. 

69.  The  chairman  and  five  other  members  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  said  committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

70.  The  Committee  on  the  Journal  shall  examine  daily  the  Journal  of 
the  House  before  the  hour  of  convening,  and  report  after  the  opening  of  the 
House  whether  or  not  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  have  been  cor- 
rectly recorded. 

71.  When  a  bill  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  be  not  passed,  but  accompanied  by  a  minority  report,  the  question 
before  the  House  shall  be  "The  adoption  of  the  minority  report,"  and  if 
failing  to  be  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
unfavorable  calendar.  Such  minority  report  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
three  members  of  the  committee  who  were  present  when  the  bill  was  con- 
sidered in  committee:  Provided,  however,  that  where  a  minority  report  is 
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filed  the  proponents  and  opponents  of  the  question  presented  thereby  shall 
be  allowed  not  to  exceed  ten  minutes  on  each  side  to  explain  the  question: 
Provided,  further,  that  by  a  majority  vote  the  time  may  be  extended  for  a 
discussion  of  the  minority  report  and  on  the  merits  of  the  bill.  In  the  event 
there  is  an  unfavorable  report  with  no  minority  report,  accompanying  it, 
the  bill  shall  be  placed  upon  the  unfavorable  calendar.  To  take  a  bill  from 
the  unfavorable  calendar,  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  necessary. 

72.  A  bill  from  the  unfavorable  calendar  shall  not  be  debatable,  but  the 
movant  may  make  a  brief  and  concise  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  mo- 
tion before  making  the  motion,  taking  not  more  than  five  minutes. 

73.  Whenever  a  public  bill  is  introduced  a  carbon  copy  thereof  shall  ac- 
company the  bill.  The  Reading  Clerk  shall  stamp  the  copy  with  the  number 
stamped  upon  the  original  bill.  Such  copy  shall  be  daily  delivered  to  the 
joint  committee  hereinafter  provided  for.  The  Principal  Clerk  shall  de- 
liver the  carbon  copy  of  the  bill  designated  to  be  printed,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for,  to  the  Public  Printer  and  cause  four  hundred  copies  thereof 
to  be  printed.  On  the  morning  following  the  delivery  of  the  printed  copies, 
the  Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  the  chief  page  to  have  one  copy  thereof  put  upon 
the  desk  of  each  member  and  shall  retain  the  other  printed  copies  in  his 
office.  A  sufficient  number  of  the  printed  copies  for  the  use  of  the  commit- 
tee to  which  the  bill  is  referred  shall  be  by  the  chief  page  delivered  to  the 
chairman  or  clerk  of  that  committee.  If  the  bill  is  passed,  the  remaining 
copies  shall  be  by  the  chief  page  delivered  to  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  for  the  use  of  the  Senate.  The  cost  of  printing  shall  be  paid  from 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Rules  Committee  of  the  House  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee 
of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  two  members  of 
the  House  and  two  members  of  the  Senate  from  the  body  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  and  such  chairmen  shall  notify  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the  House  and 
the  Senate  who  has  been  so  appointed.  Such  sub-committee  shall  meet 
daily  and  examine  the  carbon  copies  of  the  public  bills  introduced  and  deter- 
mine which  of  such  bills  shall  be  printed  and  which  shall  not,  and  stamp  the 
copies  accordingly.  Such  sub-committees  shall  serve  for  one  week  unless 
for  good  cause  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  rules  committees  shall  deter- 
mine otherwise.  If  the  member  introducing  a  public  bill,  which  the  com- 
mittee shall  determine  should  not  be  printed,  so  desires,  he  may  appear 
before  the  committee  at  the  next  meeting  thereof  with  reference  thereto. 

74.  Whenever  any  resolution  or  bill  is  introducd  a  carbon  copy  threof 
shall  be  attached  thereto,  and  the  Principal  Clerk  shall  cause  said  carbon 
copy  to  be  numbered  as  the  original  resolution  or  bill  is  numbered,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  available  at  all  times  to  the  member  introducing  the 
same.  In  case  the  resolution  or  bill  is  a  public  resolution  or  bill,  an  addi- 
tional carbon  copy  shall  also  be  attached  thereto  for  the  use  of  the  Public 
Printer,  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  66.

On  motion  of  Ml.  Stone,  the  House  takes  a  recess  until  12:00  o'clock 
Noon'  at  which  time  the  House  will  reassemble  in  Joint  Session  to  hear  the 
address  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  R.  Gregg  Cherry. 

JOINT  SESSION 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  heretofore  adopted,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  an- 
nounces the  approach  of  the  Senate  and  that  Body,  preceded  by  its  officers, 
comes  into  the  Hall  of  the  House  and  are  assigned  seats,  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Ballentine  at  the  right  of  Mr.  Speaker  Pearsall,  the  purpose  of  the 
Joint  Session  being  to  hear  a  personal  message  from  His  Excellency,  R. 
Gregg  Cherry. 

The  Joint  Assembly  is  called  to  order  by  Lieutenant  Governor  Ballentine 
and  the  approach  of  the  Governor  is  announced. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  House  and  Senate  comes  into  the  Hall  of  the 
House  acting  as  escort  to  Governor  Cherry,  who  makes  his  address  to  the 
Joint  Assembly,  as  follows: 
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Biennial  Message 

of 

Governor  R.  Gregg  Cherry 

to 

The  North  Carolina  General  Assembly 

January  9,  1947 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina: 

Two  years  ago  on  this  occasion,  we  were  in  the  midst  of  war.  At  that 
time,  it  was  necessary  to  direct  our  attention  and  energy  to  measures  which 
would  contribute  to  victory.  I  pause  here  to  pay  tribute  to  the  patriotism 
of  more  than  350  thousand  of  our  sons  and  daughters  who  helped  make  that 
victory  certain.  Likewise,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  and  proclaim  the  out- 
standing accomplishment  of  our  farmers,  who,  with  less  labor  and  worn 
machinery,  produced  an  abundance  of  food  and  fiber,  which  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  feeding  and  clothing  Allied  Armies.  The  workers  in  our 
mills  kept  the  wheels  of  industry  turning  by  day  and  night  and,  likewise, 
made  a  great  contribution  toward  winning  the  war. 

Today,  I  welcome  you  as  Messengers  and  Agents  of  a  great  people  en- 
gaged in  the  pursuits  of  peace.  A  peace  which  will  have  its  accomplish- 
ments no  less  renowned  than  those  of  war.  The  hunger  and  hate  of  war 
should  be  replaced  with  the  food  and  charity  of  peace.  We  must  devote 
our  attention  to  beating  our  swords  into  ploughshares  and  pruning  hooks. 

To  chart  the  course  for  a  long  and  useful  period  of  peace  for  our  people 
will  be  your  mission  during  the  next  sixty  or  more  days. 

By  provision  of  the  Constitution,  your  duty  is  to  provide  the  chart  and 
compass — mine,  to  steer  the  Ship  of  State  by  the  course  you  shall  map  out. 

It  becomes  my  privilege  now  to  give  an  accounting  of  some  of  the  most 
pressing  problems  which  will  confront  you,  and  to  offer  some  suggestions 
and  recommendations  as  to  how  these  problems  may  be  solved. 

Our  State  Financial  Structure  and  Fiscal  Policy 

To  some  it  may  be  a  rehearsal  of  known  information  to  re-state  the  funda- 
mentals of  our  State  financial  structure,  but  I  have  found  a  great  deal  of 
misinformation  among  many  of  our  most  enlightened  people  with  respect 
to  the  resources  of  our  State.  In  the  early  1920's,  North  Carolina  adopted 
a  policy  of  financing  all  the  functions  of  State  Government  from  taxes  de- 
rived from  sources  other  than  ad  valorem  tax  on  our  farms  and  homes. 
The  only  exceptions  have  been  the  fifteen  cents  levy  for  schools  in  1933 
and  the  portions  of  the  intangible  tax  now  retained  by  the  state.  Pursuant 
to  the  Budget  Act  of  1925,  North  Carolina  set  up  its  financial  structure 
under  three  distinct  divisions,  to-wit:  Agricultural  Fund,  Highway  Fund 
and  General  Fund. 
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First:  The  Agricultural  Fund.  This  is  derived  from  inspection  fees  on 
fertilizer,  feeds,  seed  and  such  like  services.  These  funds  are  collected  and 
spent  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  benefit  of 
our  farm  population.     The  Department  is  almost  self-supporting. 

Second:  The  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Fund.  The  income  for 
this  fund  is  derived  from  the  gasoline  tax,  the  motor  tag  tax  and  the  gross 
receipts  tax  on  franchise  motor  busses  and  trucks.  These  funds  are  col- 
lected from  road  users  and  are  expended  solely  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  roads  and  ancillary  road  purposes,  which  include  the  State 
Prison  System,  Motor  Vehicle  Bureau,  the  State  Highway  Patrol  and  Pro- 
bation and  Parole  Systems. 

Third:  The  General  Fund.  The  sources  of  revenue  for  this  fund  are 
derived  from  income,  sales  tax,  franchise,  inheritance,  gift,  beverage,  privi- 
lege licenses,  intangible,  non-tax  and  miscellaneous  taxes.  This  fund  pays 
the  cost  of  every  State  service  rendered  our  people  which  is  not  paid  for 
from  the  Agricultural  and  Highway  Fund.  Some  of  the  principal  services 
supported  by  the  General  Fund  consist  of  the  public  schools,  our  State  In- 
stitutions of  Higher  Education,  our  Mental  and  Tubercular  Institutions, 
our  Correctional  and  Elemosinary  Institutions,  our  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  the  operation  of  the  State  Government  and  every  other  Agency 
and  service  of  the  State  not  provided  for  under  the  Agricultural  and  High- 
way Fund. 

I  have  mentioned  these  funds  somewhat  in  detail  to  give  you  the  back- 
ground of  our  State  Government.  All  the  proceeds  of  all  these  funds  belong 
to  all  the  people.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  this  division  of  finances 
is  proper  and  brings  better  results  to  have  all  fees  from  agricultural  sources 
going  back  toward  the  promotion  of  agriculture  and  all  funds  collected  from 
road  users  to  be  applied  toward  road  purposes.  These  are  the  three  funds 
that  constitute  the  State's  financial  structure.  The  General  Fund  is  the 
Mother  Fund  to  supply  succor  when  the  others  are  weak;  and  Mother  will 
not  ask  support  from  her  children  unless  she  gets  into  circumstances  that 
amount  to  an  extreme  emergency  beyond  her  control,  and  then  finds  her 
children  affluent  in  the  period  of  her  destitution. 

There  is  one  other  fiscal  policy  which  I  hope  this  Legislature  will  adhere 
to  and  follow  with  unvarying  devotion.  That  is  the  long  established  fiscal 
policy  of  every  sound  business  and  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina;  which 
may  be  stated  in  the  words  "that  all  general  fund  current  expenditures  shall 
be  paid  from  current  receipts;  and  that  capital  outlay  expenditures  shall 
be  paid  from  surplus  funds  OR  SPECIFICALLY  AUTHORIZED 
SOURCES." 

Cost  of  Living 

It  is  almost  self-evident  that  we  have  experienced  a  gradual  rise  in  the 
cost  of  living  during  the  past  two  years.  Teachers  and  State  employees, 
whose  salaries  are  subject  to  the  withholding  tax,  and  the  rising  cost  of 
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the  necessities  of  life,  have  experienced  difficulty  in  meeting  their  obliga- 
tions. The  same  economic  process  which  has  forced  up  prices  has  con- 
tributed to  an  inflated  income  for  the  General  Fund  of  the  State.  So 
justice  requires  an  increase  in  salaries  for  all  teachers  and  State  employees, 
and  this  increase  should  have  first  call  on  the  current  receipts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund.  The  percentage  of  increase  lies  within  your  discretion,  but  in 
my  judgment,  a  20  per  cent  increase  would  be  within  the  limits  of  a  balanced 
budget.  Of  course,  it  should  be  definitely  understood  by  all  employees  that 
a  drop  in  General  Fund  Revenue  will  eventually  mean  a  curtailment  of  the 
salary  increase  given  at  this  time. 

The  Public  Schools 

With  one-fourth  of  the  population  in  the  classrooms  of  the  public  schools, 
and  30  thousand  people  engaged  in  the  school  effort,  and  a  requested  ap- 
propriation of  more  than  60  million  dollars  for  each  year  of  the  Biennium, 
I  have  named  at  the  outset  the  greatest  problem  you  will  face.  What  you 
decide  here  will  determine  what  you  can  do,  or  cannot  do,  with  the  other 
problems  which  will  be  presented. 

The  people  of  North  Carolina  believe  that  public  education  is  necessary 
to  preserve  democracy.  It  is  the  one  public  service  to  which  all  our  people 
subscribe  as  essential  to  the  growth  and  development  of  our  State.  A  State 
which  needs  to  raise  its  per  capita  income  and  wealth  places  education  first 
on  its  list  of  public  services. 

The  public  school  expenditures  for  the  current  fiscal  year  will  be  ap- 
proximately 48  million  dollars.  The  inflated  cost  of  living  has  made  it 
necessary  for  the  teachers,  and  other  State  employees,  to  have  increased 
pay  comparable  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  since  the  appropriations 
were  determined  in  1945.  We  have  estimated  that  a  twenty  per  cent  in- 
crease in  salaries  will  be  necessary  for  this  purpose;  and  if  you  should 
agree,  then  the  appropriation  for  public  schools  for  each  year  of  the  en- 
suing Biennium  will  be  in  excess  of  sixty  million  dollars. 

Since  the  regular  appropriations  for  the  Biennium  will  not  start  until 
July  1,  1947,  and  the  inflated  cost  of  living  has  been  with  us  for  some  time, 
it  seems  just  that  salary  increases  should  be  available  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

Surjilus 

On  July  1,  1946,  we  had  a  General  Fund  surplus  of  forty-eight  million 
dollars.  To  this  sum  will  be  added  approximately  twenty  million  dallars 
accumulated  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  An  examination  will  disclose 
that  this  surplus  is  of  recent  accumulation,  being  a  direct  result  of  the  war 
spending,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  continue.  This  period  of  inflation, 
which  only  recently  reached  its  full  swelling,  will  probably  bring  into  the 
State  Treasury  ninety-five  million  dollars  or  more  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1947.     Already,  there  are  signs  on  hand  which  indicate  that  the 
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revenue  of  the  next  Biennium  will  be  less  than  the  receipts  of  the  present 
Biennium.  In  fact,  the  inflated  income  of  today,  which  is  more  than  double 
the  income  of  five  years  ago,  should  not  be  used  as  a  base  on  which  to  build 
a  peacetime  level  of  appropriations  for  the  Agencies  and  Institutions.  It 
should  be  considered  and  used  for  what  it  is,  a  wartime  temporary  surplus. 

Reserve  Fund 

The  first  call  on  the  surplus  is  for  an  increase  in  the  Postwar  Reserve 
Fund.  An  increase  of  twenty  per  cent  in  General  Fund  salaries  will  require 
an  appropriation  of  more  than  ninety  million  dollars  for  each  year  of  the 
ensuing  Bienrtium.  A  slight  recession  in  business  will  curtail  our  present 
revenue  receipts  at  least  fifteen  million  dollars  per  year,  so  that,  in  order 
to  prevent  a  severe  curtailment  of  salaries,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a 
minimum  reserve  fund  of  thirty  million  dollars  for  the  Biennium. 

For  many  years,  we  were  a  borrowing  people.  The  State  has  been  owing 
money,  borrowed  at  high  rates  of  interest  in  New  York,  for  the  past  fifty 
years.  Many  millions  of  dollars  have  been  paid  in  interest.  However,  the 
1945  General  Assembly  wisely  made  provision  to  pay  in  full  the  remainder 
of  the  General  Fund  Bonded  Debt  out  of  the  war-time  surplus  on  hand  at 
that  time.  This  is  the  first  Biennial  Message  since  the  days  of  Aycock  in 
which  the  Governor  did  not  include  a  request  for  appropriations  for  Gen- 
eral Fund  Debt  Service. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  accumulation  of  further  bonded  indebtedness,  the 
people  have  amended  the  Constitution  to  provide  that  the  State  can  only 
borrow  two-thirds  of  the  indebtedness  paid  off  during  the  previous  Biennium 
without  a  vote  of  the  people.  This  means  the  State  now  has  a  very  limited 
borrowing  capacity  without  a  State-wide  vote.  So,  if  you  should  appropriate 
ninety  million  dollars  or  more  for  current  expense  for  each  year  of  the  next 
Biennium,  it  is  imperative  to  have  a  sizeable  surplus  on  hand  to  prevent 
a  deficit. 

Capital  Outlay  Program 

The  second  call  on  the  surplus  is  the  Capital  Outlay  program  for  the 
Institutions  of  the  State. 

These  institutions  include  fifteen  Educational  Institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing, consisting  of  the  Three  Divisions  of  the  Greater  University;  six  Teach- 
ers' Colleges  (three  white,  three  colored);  two  Negro  Colleges;  one  Indian 
College;  two  Institutions  for  the  Deaf;  and  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  at  State  College.  The  combined  request  of  these  Institutions  for 
Capital  Outlay  is  in  excess  of  fifty-six  million  dollars,  of  which  more  than 
thirty-four  million  dollars  was  requested  by  the  Greater  University  alone. 

The  Charitable  and  Correctional  Institutions,  consisting  of  the  Mental 
Institutions  at  Raleigh,  Morganton  and  Goldsboro;  the  Sanatoriums  located 
at  Black  Mountain,  Sanatorium  and  Wilson;  the  several  Training  and  Cor- 
rectional Schools,  combined,  requested  in  excess  of  twenty  million  dollars. 
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The  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  other  Agencies,  requested  an  additional 
eleven  million  dollars.  The  grand  total  of  these  requests  for  Capital  Outlay 
exceeds  eighty-eight  million  dollars. 

These  requests  are  large  because  of  the  need  which  has  accumulated  since 
1941.  The  priority  of  the  war  effort,  together  with  the  scarcity  of  labor 
and  materials,  has  prevented  more  than  emergency  building  during  this 
period.  At  the  same  time,  the  demand  for  admission  into  the  Educational 
Institutions,  the  Mental  Institutions,  and  the  Charitable  and  Correctional 
Institutions,  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  State.  I  commend,  wihout 
exception,  the  fine  service  the  people  of  the  State  have  been  receiving  from 
these  institutions  during  this  trying  period. 

Even  before  the  recent  war,  our  Institutions  for  the  mentally  sick,  and 
some  of  our  Charitable  and  Correctional  Institutions,  were  over-crowded  and 
lacking  in  facilities.  These  are  Institutions  which  have  no  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation to  present  their  claims  to  the  General  Assembly,  nor  propaganda 
agencies  to  make  their  wishes  known  on  the  air,  on  the  screen,  and  the 
printed  page.  Nevertheless,  the  conscience  of  a  Great  State  cannot  afford 
to  neglect  the  silent  appeals  of  those  who  cannot  speak,  nor  to  pass  by 
without  giving  aid  and  light  to  those  who  dwell  in  perpetual  darkness.  High 
on  your  priority  list  should  be  the  needs  of  the  Mental  and  other  Charitable 
and  Correctional  Institutions.  It  is  my  philosophy,  heretofore  expressed,  that 
"North  Carolina  shall  do  most  for  those  less  fortunate."  I  feel  that  it  is 
now  our  duty  to  make 'as  ample  provision  for  adequate  facilities  as  our 
surplus  funds  will  permit. 

The  funds  which  you  may  appropriate  here  should  be  designated  as  the 
Permanent  Building  Fund  and  should  only  be  available  for  expenditure,  as 
and  when,  the  Governor  and  Advisory  Budget  Commission  shall  decide  that 
a  dollar's  worth  of  value  can  be  had  for  each  dollar  spent.  The  only  excep- 
tion should  be  in  case  of  an  emergency,  as  you  will  find  to  exist  in  the  case 
of  some  of  the  Mental  Institutions  where  facilities  and  personnel  are  woe- 
fully inadequate  to  meet  the  current  needs. 

The  Public  Roads 

The  second  great  public  service  is  that  performed  by  the  State  Highway 
and  Public  Works  Commission.  Here  again,  the  need  is  great.  The  main- 
tenance and  upkeep  of  60  thousand  |  miles  of  road  require  the  full-time 
services  of  more  than  7  thousand  men  in  normal  times.  The  long  war 
added  maintenance  difficulties  in  the  form  of  less  labor  and  worn  machinery. 
The  increased  travel  of  today  is  adding  to  the  maintenance  requirements. 
The  inflated  costs  of  material  and  contracts  make  construction  very  ex- 
pensive. At  the  same  time,  there  is  probably  the  greatest  demand  for  new 
and  better  highways  ever  experienced. 

In  my  Inaugural  Address  two  years  ago,  I  stated,  "The  time  has  come 
when  all-weather  roads  should  be  available  to  every  community  and  section 
of  our  State."    I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Highway  Commission  has  under- 
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taken  a  ten-year  program,  whereby  three  thousand  miles  of  secondary  roads 
will  be  surface-treated  each  year.  A  splendid  beginning  on  this  program 
was  had  during  the  past  year,  when  more  miles  of  secondary  roads  have 
been  improved,  more  tons  of  rock,  more  yards  of  sand  and  dirt  have  been 
moved,  than  in  any  previous  year  of  State  support.  I  shall  continue  to 
urge  full  speed  ahead  on  this  program  during  the  next  two  years,  and  I  am 
sure  that,  with  more  labor  and  materials  available,  the  secondary  road  im- 
provement program  will  become  an  accomplished  fact.  Such  a  program  will 
require  appropriations  which  will  well-nigh  exhaust  the  highway  funds. 
Hence,  we  cannot  afford  the  diversion  of  highway  money  into  other  chan- 
nels of  expenditure;  and  I  am  therefore  recommending  the  repeal  of  the 
statutory  provision  authorizing  the  application  of  the  sales  tax  to  the  pro- 
ceeds of  gasoline  tax  collections.

Highway  Safety  Program 

The  prewar  problem  of  highway  accidents  is  with  us  again.  Increased  use 
of  the  highways  with  many  motor  vehicles  which  are  unsafe,  and  with  reck- 
less driving  which  seems  to  be  in  epidemic  form  resulting  in  the  needless 
destruction  of  life,  I  feel  that  it  is  time  to  take  some  definite  steps  to  call  a 
halt  to  this  needless  waste  of  life  and  property.  I  have  five  suggestions  for 
your  consideration. 

First:  There  are  12  thousand  miles  of  the  Primary  Paved  Road  System. 
They  should  be  definitely  patrolled  by  our  Patrol  Force.  It  may  be  neces- 
sary to  increase  materially  the  present  force  of  212  men  to  ensure  the  defi- 
nite presence  of  the  patrolmen  on  all  the  highways. 

Second :  Drivers'  Licenses  were  first  issued  in  1935  with  no  subsequent  ex- 
amination. It  would  seem  advisable  that  all  Licenses  be  reissued  upon  re- 
examination. 

Third:  Consideration  should  be  given  to  removing  the  irresponsible 
driver  from  driving  on  the  highways.  Endangering  life  and  limb  by  care- 
less and  reckless  driving  by  those  who  are  not  financially  responsible  for 
the  damage  they  cause  innocent  people  makes  it  necessary  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  afford  some  protection  in  the  form  of  a  Drivers'  Responsibility  Law. 

Fourth:  A  periodic  examination  of  all  motor  vehicles  for  mechanical  fit- 
ness would  eliminate  many  of  the  accidents  which  occur  from  mechanical 
failure,  and  should  deserve  your  full  consideration. 

Fifth :  Safe  driving  habits  should  be  acquired  when  the  driver  is  young 
and  the  reflexes  are  keen.  I  commend  for  your  consideration  adequate  pro- 
vision for  a  course  of  driver  training  in  all  the  high  schools.  I  believe 
this  to  be  a  necessary  step  in  the  program  of  highway  safety. 

Also,  I  am  expecting  fine  results  from  the  cooperation  of  the  Department 
of  Motor  Vehicles  with  the  North  Carolina  Safety  Committee,  Incorporated, 
which  has  a  comprehensive  program  for  increasing  highway  safety.  I 
commend  their  efforts  to  this  General  Assembly. 
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Motor  Vehicle  Bureau 

This  Agency  has  the  management  and  control  of  the  issuance  of  licenses 
for  all  motor  vehicles  and  drivers'  licenses  to  all  motorists.  The  State  High- 
way Patrol  and  the  General  Highway  Safety  Program  are  under  its  supervi- 
sion. I  have  been  tremendously  interested  in  its  efforts  to  efficiently  serve 
our  citizenship  and  materially  reduce  the  highway  accident  rate  which  has 
brought  death  and  destruction  of  property  to  so  many  of  our  people.  The 
Work  of  this  Bureau  is  constantly  growing.  It  is  a  great  revenue  producer 
and  should  have  adequate  personnel  to  keep  its  work  current.  The  people 
of  the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  and  the  Department  wants  to  render 
prompt  service,  which  only  an  adequate  and  efficient  office  force  can  provide. 

Medical  Care  Program 

The  1945  General  Assembly  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  Medical 
Care  Commission,  pursuant  to  which  an  efficient  and  highly  capable  group 
of  North  Carolina  citizens  have  been  struggling  to  map  out  a  Health  Pro- 
gram that  would  produce  the  desired  results.  The  Report  and  findings  of 
this  Commission  will  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  with  appropri- 
ate Bills  to  carry  out  the  findings  of  the  Commission.  It  is  recommended 
by  the  Commission  that  the  State  undertake  this  new  State-wide  Service, 
including  a  four-year  school  of  Medicine  at  Chapel  Hill,  together  with  a 
Teaching  Hospital,  also  to  be  located  at  Chapel  Hill.  The  Report  also  calls 
for  hospitals  and  medical  centers  in  several  of  the  Counties  of  the  State.  It 
is  pointed  out  that  the  need  for  this  Program  is  more  doctors  and  more 
hospitals  to  bring  our  State  up  to  the  National  Average  in  this  respect. 

Several  million  dollars  are  requested  for  each  purpose  by  the  Commission 
in  its  Report.  The  funds,  if  provided  by  you,  would  be  supplemented  by 
Federal  Funds  under  the  Hill-Burton  Act  of  Congress.  I  pass  on  to  you 
for  your  respectful  consideration  the  recommendation  of  the  Majority  Group 
of  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  with  my  approval.  Good  health  is  a  prob- 
lem which  concerns  every  person  in  North  Carolina,  and  I  am  sure  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  will  give  it  careful  consideration.  It  should  be  remembered, 
that  what  we  do  for  the  white  race,  in  justice  and  fairness,  we  must  do  for 
the  colored  race,  for  it  is  here  we  find  the  greatest  problems  in  health. 

Retirement  Fund 

Representatives  of  the  Teachers'  and  State  Employees'  Retirement  Sys- 
tem, appeared  before  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission  and  requested  that 
the  State's  allotment  of  this  Fund  to  be  increased  from  four  per  cent  to 
five  per  cent,  in  order  to  provide  more  adequate  retirement  for  teachers  and 
employees.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  creating  this  Agency,  State  em- 
ployees would  be  required  to  make  a  corresponding  increase  in  their  contri- 
butions to  this  Fund.  It  is  felt  that  this  is  a  forward  step.  It  represents 
a  twenty-five  per  cent  increase  and  will  cost  the  State  approximately  2 
million,  200  thousand  dollars  for  the  Biennium.    This  will  greatly  strengthen 
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the  Retirement  System  and  in  the  years  to  come,  will  have  substantially 
increased  the  retirement  benefits.  I  respectfully  recommend  your  favorable 
consideration  of  this  Program. 

Veterans 

Three  hundred  fifty  thousand  of  our  sons  and  daughters  were  in  the  Armed 
Forces  of  our  Country  during  the  recent  emergency.  Most  of  them  are 
with  us  again  and  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  rapid  readjustment  they 
have  made  in  acquiring  their  place  in  the  civilian  life.  I  welcome  the  vet- 
erans who  are  with  us  today  as  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  North  Carolina  Veterans  Commission  has  been  active  during  the  past 
year  in  assisting  the  veteran  to  obtain  service  under  the  "G.  I."  Bill  of 
Rights.  It  has  established  offices  as  far  East  as  Elizabeth  City  and  Wil- 
mington, and  as  far  West  as  Asheville.  These  offices  seek  to  process  the 
claims  of  the  veterans  without  the  usual  amount  of  delay  and  red  tape. 

Our  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  have  extended  themselves  to  take 
care  of  as  many  veterans  as  possible.  They  are  crowded  to  overflowing. 
College  centers  have  been  established  principally  for  veterans  in  twelve 
centers  throughout  the  State.  I  am  sure  that  all  the  Agencies  of  the  State 
Government  will  continue  to  go  all  out  in  the  service  they  render  the  vet- 
eran and  his  family.    A  grateful  State  could  afford  to  do  no  less. 

I  believe  this  General  Assembly  will  seek  to  continue  these  services  and 
to  make  the  facilities  of  our  State  Institution  available  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  veterans  when  other  means  of  college  or  vocational  training 
are  not  available. 

Public  Welfare 

In  my  Inaugural  Address  two  years  ago,  I  made  the  statement  that  North 
Carolina  "can  not  build  a  Great  State  or  lift  the  average  of  all  people,  un- 
less we  assist  most,  those  less  fortunate." 

In  the  intervening  months,  we  have  found  ourselves  faced  with  an  in- 
creasing number  of  calls  for  service  and  for  financial  aid.  We  made  a 
number  of  necessary  changes  in  the  Public  Assistance  Statutes  in  1945,  in 
order  to  provide  a  more  flexible  and  efficient  basis  for  administering 
aid  to  the  aged  and  aid  to  dependent  children.  Because  of  recent  changes 
by  the  Congress,  however,  some  revision  will  again  be  necessary  in  order 
that  North  Carolina  will  receive  the  full  benefit  of  available  Federal  funds. 

In  spite  of  some  increase  in  State  appropriations  for  the  present  Biennium 
over  the  preceding  one,  North  Carolina  is  still  far  down  the  list  of  States  in 
the  average  grants  paid  its  needy  aged  and  its  dependent  children.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  living  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  give  further  attention  to 
the  appropriations  for  the  aged  and  the  dependent  children.  In  November, 
1946,  thirty-five  thousand  and  one  aged  were  paid  an  average  of  $15.40  and 
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six  thousand  eight  hundred  forty-three  families  of  dependent  children  re- 
ceived an  average  grant  of  $31.21.  I  am  sure  that  you  agree  with  me 
that  some  increase  is  necessary  in  both  instances. 

Insurance  Department 

There  is  an  honest  effort  by  an  intelligent  Commission,  which  has  labored 
over  the  past  four  years  to  modernize  in  the  interest  of  the  policy  holder 
our  Insurance  Laws.  Much  has  been  accomplished,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done.  This  Commission  will  make  a  Report  to  this  General  Assembly,  and 
I  hope  that  you  will  examine  such  report  carefully  and  ascertain  whether 
further  remedial  benefits  can  be  obtained. 

Recent  fires  in  public  buildings  and  hotels  have  been  so  destructive  pf 
life  and  property  that  I  think  it  our  duty  to  re-examine  the  Building  Code 
and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  pertaining  thereto. 

Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  and  the  Employment  Service 

By  recent  Act  of  Congress,  the  Employment  Service  has  been  returned  to 
the  State  and  is  now  affiliated  with  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Com- 
mission. In  order  to  facilitate  proper  coordination  of  these  two  activities,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  enact  some  minor  changes  in  the  original  law  of  1936, 
During  the  past  year,  the  Employment  Service  placed  approximately  123 
thousand  workers  in  non-agricultural  jobs,  and  made  approximately  60 
thousand  farm  placements  under  its  contract  with  the  Agricultural  Exten- 
sion Service.  Forty  per  cent  of  all  persons  placed  in  jobs  were  veterans  of 
World  Wars  I  and  II.  The  Employment  Service  has  a  splendid  record  in 
finding  jobs  for  handicapped  workers,  almost  three-fourths  of  whom  are 
veterans. 

The  unemployment  Compensation  Commission,  with  more  than  120  million 
dollars  to  its  credit,  is  in  a  fine  position  to  take  care  of  the  workers'  needs 
in  case  a  business  recession  should  cause  mass  unemployment. 

Labor 

North  Carolina  has  been  remarkably  free  of  the  prolonged  controversies 
between  labor  and  management  which  have  afflicted  some  sections  of  our 
country.  We  have  had  a  few  serious  strikes,  but  not  more  than  three  of 
them  have  resulted  in  a  significant  loss  of  production.  Many  strikes  have 
been  averted  by  the  Conciliation  Service  of  the  Department  of  Labor.  Many 
have  been  settled  around  the  council  table.  I  am  convinced  most  of  the 
strikes  can  be  shortened,  if  not  averted  altogether,  by  a  serious  effort  being 
made  by  the  leaders  of  Labor  and  Management  to  understand  the  problems 
of  the  other.  When  employers  and  employees  enter  into  an  agreement 
of  mutual  advantage  to  the  contracting  parties,  then  both  parties  should  be 
held  responsible  for  keeping  the  terms  of  the  contract.  Nothing  short  of  a 
breakdown  of  our  civil  law  will  be  the  outcome,  if  contracts  can  be  broken 
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with  impunity.  I  would  like  for  North  Carolina  to  worthily  gain  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  free  from  strikes  in  1947.  If,  in  your  composite  judgment,  any 
legislation  at  your  hand  is  needed  to  assist  in  obtaining  this  goal,  I  trust 
you  will  diligently  apply  yourselves  to  the  task. 

Conservation  and  Development 

The  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development  has  many  duties  in 
connection  with  conserving  and  developing  the  resources  of  the  State. 
Among  others,  a  vigorous  campaign  has  been  carried  on,  aimed  at  attraction 
of  new  industries  to  the  State.  Many  direct  contacts  with  out-of-state  indus- 
trialists and  an  aggressive  follow-up  campaign.  During  the  past  eighteen 
months,  scheduled  and  actual  investments  in  new,  or  expansion  of  old,  plants 
has  totaled  147  million  dollars;  new  and  prospective  jobs  have  numbered  63 
thousand,  with  an  estimated  increase  in  payroll  of  90  million  dollars.  In 
spite  of  this  increase  in  employment,  due  to  the  low  per  capita  income, 
North  Carolina  in  1945  ranked  forty-first  among  the  States  in  per  capita 
income. 

In  order  to  combat  this  low  per  capita  rural  income,  a  Committee  on  Rural 
Industries  in  1945  held  meetings  in  eleven  of  our  cities,  seeking  to  interest 
our  people  in  the  possibilities  of  small  rural  industries,  using  local  labor  and 
raw  materials.  It  is  thought  that,  instead  of  shipping  our  raw  materials  out 
of  the  State,  we  should  process  more  of  them  here  at  home,  thereby  increas- 
ing their  value  and  adding  to  our  per  capita  wealth.  Small  rural  industries 
should  be  given  every  possible  encouragement  at  your  hands. 

Agriculture 

As  heretofore  pointed  out,  I  take  great  pride  in  the  accomplishment  of 
our  farmers  during  the  past  two  years.  A  production  record  was  estab- 
lished in  nearly  every  crop  grown.  We  produced  67  per  cent  of  all  flue-cured 
tobacco  in  the  nation.  We  are  second  in  the  production  of  sweet  potatoes. 
Our  corn  yield  has  greatly  increased.  At  the  same  time,  our  farmers  spent 
many  millions  of  dollars  for  commercial  fertilizer,  or  one-sixth  of  the  amount 
used  in  the  nation.  We  cannot  give  the  farmer  too  much  protection  in  the 
buying  of  seed  and  fertilizer. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Extension  Service 
at  State  College,  and  other  Agencies  for  the  fine  service  given  the  farmers 
in  this  wonderful  production  program.  With  less  labor  and  more  machinery 
doing  the  farm  job,  there  should  be  a  gradual  increase  in  the  per  capita 
wealth,  leading  to  a  more  abundant  living  for  all  our  farm  people. 

I  urge  you  to  give  every  possible  assistance  to  the  agencies  having  to  do 
with  lending  a  hand  to  better  farm  production,  seed  and  fertilizer  inspection, 
plant  diseases,  livestock  diseases,  and  soil  analysis.  In  this  connection, 
forty-five  per  cent  of  our  farms  have  electric  service.  I  am  anxious  that  this 
percentage  shall  be  increased  by  at  least  25  per  cent  during  the  next  two 
years.

Institutions  of  Higher  Learning 

North  Carolina  is  favored  with  a  very  fine  group  of  state-supported  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education.  The  three  units  of  the  Consolidated  University 
and  three  teacher  colleges  for  our  white  citizenship  and  North  Carolina 
College  at  Durham  and  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  and  Technical  Col- 
lege at  Greensboro,  together  with  three  teacher  colleges  for  our  Negro  citi- 
zenship and  one  college  for  our  Indian  population,  form  a  combined  service 
in  the  field  of  state-supported  higher  education;  in  which  each,  in  my  con- 
firmed judgment,  is  rendering  a  greater  service  to  our  state  than  at  any 
time  in  its  history. 

More  than  14  thousand  students  are  enrolled  at  the  three  units  of  our 
Consolidated  University,  of  which  number  more  than  8  thousand  are  war 
veterans.  Some  similar  proportion  of  veterans  exists  at  each  of  the 
other  of  these  institutions,  and  the  demands  for  admission  seem  to  be  on 
the  increase.  To  provide  education  for  a  part  of  the  over-flow,  12  Veterans' 
University  Centers  have  been  established  throughout  the  State;  and  it  is 
reported  to  me  that  they  have  served  a  useful  purpose. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  North  Carolina  is  to  maintain  these  several  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  in  their  respective  spheres  of  academic  excellence, 
comparable  with  like  institutions  in  other  states,  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
now  make  some  reasonable  increase  in  the  compensation  of  those  who  teach 
in  and  administer  the  policies  of  the  institution. 

It  is  certain  that  recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  General  As- 
sembly with  respect  to  long  needed  permanent  improvements  and  expansion 
of  physical  plant  facilities.  I  regret  the  delay  of  building  programs  result- 
ing from  unusual  post-war  conditions,  but  the  funds  will  be  appropriated 
and  made  available  for  use  when  building  is  expedient. 

Prisoners  and  Prison  System 

At  present,  we  have  a  combined  prison  population  approximating  65 
hundred  persons.  The  male  population  is  used  principally  in  highway  work. 
There  are  210  women  in  the  Woman's  Prison  here  in  Raleigh,  who  operate 
a  sewing  room,  making  clothing  for  the  entire  prison  system.  The  women 
also  operate  a  canning  plant  and  during  1946,  processed  and  canned  over 
200  thousand  gallons  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

It  is  reported  to  me  that  our  Central  Prison  and  most  of  our  district 
prison  camps  are  operated  under  sanitary  and  modern  prison  conditions. 
We  still  have  seven  cage-type  prison  camps.  Inability  to  obtain  materials 
and  new  equipment  have  prevented  the  re-construction  of  this  type  of 
prison  camp.  I  recommend  that  this  be  done  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
The  unfortunate  who  fall  into  the  toils  of  the  law  are  entitled  to  humane 
and  decent  living  conditions.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  rehabilitate  and 
restore  to  society  all  who  show  indications  of  ability  to  accept  in  good  faith 
peaceful  and  lawful  pursuits  in  civil  life. 
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Parole  System 

One  of  the  greatest  aids  in  maintenance  of  good  morale  in  a  prison  system 
is  the  incentive  and  hope  by  a  prisoner  that  if  he  makes  a  good  prisoner,  he 
may  at  a  more  early  date  be  issued  a  parole  and  thereby  obtain  his  freedom 
and  have  opportunity  to  be  restored  to  a  place  in  the  civil  life  of  the  state. 
During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  had  an  average  prison  population  of  6 
thousand.  During  this  period,  I  paroled  a  total  of  1,358  persons,  of  which 
number  673  were  whites,  656  Negroes  and  29  Indians.  Among  those  paroled, 
it  was  necessary  to  revoke  the  pa-role  of  117  but  the  remaining  1,241  have 
made  good  citizens. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  War  period,  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  State,  through  the  Parole  System,  to  temporarily  waive  or  suspend  the 
sentence  of  those  prisoners  eligible  for  and  admitted  into  service  of  our 
armed  forces.  The  record  shows  that  324  entered  military  service  and  of 
that  number,  245  received  honorable  discharges,  8  received  dishonorable  dis- 
charges, 4  received  blue  discharges  and  4  were  killed  in  action;  and  63  are 
still  in  military  service.  I  have  issued  a  complete  pardon  to  all  who  re- 
ceived honorable  discharges.  It  is  felt  that  the  Department  of  Paroles  is 
endeavoring  to  be  fair  and  just  to  every  prisoner.  To  that  end,  periodic 
checks  are  made  of  the  record  and  file  of  each  prisoner  to  ascertain  his 
prison  record  and  evaluate  the  possibility  of  whether  he  is  eligible  for  a 
parole.  I  mention  these  facts  somewhat  in  detail  so  that  the  law-abiding 
citizens  of  the  State  may  know  that  paroles  are  only  issued  after  careful 
investigation. 

The  Department  of  Revenue 

The  Department  of  Revenue  plays  a  substantial  part  in  the  fiscal  life  of 
the  State.  Practically  all  of  the  revenues  by  which  the  State  lives  are  col- 
lected through  this  department.  In  the  administration  of  the  tax  policy,  it 
touches  intimately  the  lives  of  our  people.  No  department  of  the  State  has 
a  more  vital  relation  to  business,  industry  and  finance. 

The  Department  of  Revenue,  with  reduced  personnel  during  the  war 
period,  collected  double  the  revenue  received  during  the  pre-war  period,  and 
like  most  of  the  other  State  agencies,  loyally  carried  on  its  w.ork  without 
complaint.  The  cost  of  tax  collection  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  only  seven- 
tenths  of  one  per  cent.  I  believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  economical 
records  in  the  entire  nation.  However,  in  this  inflated  post-war  period,  the 
General  Assembly  should  increase  the  personnel  of  the  Department  and  in 
particular,  the  number  of  Auditors  employed  in  the  field.  Our  citizenship 
have  the  right  to  know  that  the  tax  policy  is  being  administered  fairly  and 
impartially  with  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  our  taxpayers. 


Taxation 

The  present  tax  structure  was  largely  enacted  in  1933.     Few  changes  of 
oportance  have  been  added.     In  1939,  the  General  Assembly  declared  a 
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Permanent  Revenue  Policy  for  the  State  by  establishing  the  principle  of  a 
Continuing  Revenue  Act.  The  policy  of  having  a  Continuing  Revenue  Act 
has  lent  stability  to  the  life  of  our  State  by  making  it  unnecessary,  every 
two  years,  to  re-enact  every  Article  and  Sub-division  of  our  Revenue  Law. 
I  do  not  advocate  any  serious  changes  at  this  time.  However,  there  are 
some  conditions  we  must  recognize. 

While  our  revenue  requirements,  because  of  State-support  of  schools,  are 
so  great,  we  can  not  afford  to  make  any  major  reductions  in  our  present 
tax  policies;  yet  it  would  also  be  a  short-sighted  policy  if  we  failed  to 
examine  our  tax  structure  carefully  and  remove  any  inequalities,  inequities, 
discriminatory  or  punitive  taxes  found  there.  We  must  take  into  con- 
sideration the  non-competitive  condition  the  State  finds  itself  in,  when  our 
income  and  franchise  rates  are  higher  than  similar  rates  in  adjoining  States. 

I  commend  to  you  for  your  consideration  the  many  cogent  facts  relating 
to  taxation  as  set  forth  in  the  Introductory  Statement  of  the  Budget  Re- 
port. This  Report  will  be  furnished  every  member  within  a  few  days,  and 
it  would  be  helpful  if  you  would  take  the  time  to  read  it  carefully. 

Tax  Research 

The  Department  of  Tax  Research  is  on  the  threshold  of  greatly  expanded 
work.  The  people  of  North  Carolina  need  to  know  the  impact  of  taxes  on 
their  business.  Local,  State,  and  Federal  Taxes,  combined,  constitute  a 
considerable  item  in  the  selling  cost  of  an  article.  We  need  to  have  an 
up-to-date,  unbiased  report  on  comparable  taxes  as  a  cost  factor,  as  is 
possible  to  determine  by  a  competent  staff  and  adequate  personnel  and 
equipment.  In  my  judgment,  this  Department  should  be  independent  of 
all  other  agencies  and  made  a  part  of  the  Executive  Office  of  the  State 
Government. 

Other   Departments 

There  are  many  other  Departments  and  Agencies  which  have  rendered 
fine  service  during  the  past  two  years  and  are  entitled  to  definite  recog- 
nition. Because  they  have  not  been  designated  by  me,  do  not  feel  that  I 
am  unmindful  of  their  service  to  the  State.  I  ask  that  you  give  all  of  the 
requests  respectful  consideration.  I  recommend  that  within  budgetary 
limitations  and  within  your  composite  judgment,  you  make  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  needs  of  those  you  deem  essential. 

Summary  of  Recommendations 

Nearing  the  Conclusion  of  this  Biennial  Message,  I  make  you  the  follow- 
ing brief  recommendations: 

First:  That  you  enact  a  Supplemental  Appropriation  Bill  for  1946-47 
which  will  provide  an  additional  emergency  salary  for  all  of  the  public 
school  teachers  and  State  employees,  providing  an  increase  approximating 
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twenty  per  cent,  effective  as  of  January  1,  1947,  and  covering  the  last  six 
months'  period  of  the  present  biennium. 

Second:  That  you  make  provision  to  transfer  10  million  dollars  from 
the  General  Fund  Surplus  to  the  Post-War  Reserve  Fund,  so  as  to  make 
that  Fund  aggregate  at  least  30  million  dollars.  Also,  provide  that  such 
Reserve  Fund  shall  only  be  used  to  prevent  a  General  Fund  Deficit  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  salaries  of  the  public  school  teachers  and  State  em- 
ployees. 

Third:  That  in  your  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  Biennium  1947-49,  you 
provide  a  salary  increase  of  twenty  per  cent  for  all  State  employees,  in- 
cluding school  personnel,  for  each  year  of  the  next  Biennium. 

Fourth:  That  in  making  Capital  Outlay  Appropriations,  you  should  give 
first  consideration  to  the  Charitable  and  Correctional  Institutions,  with  the 
needs  of  the  Mental  Institutions  heading  the  list.  In  all  permanent  im- 
provement appropriations,  provision  should  be  made  for  the  Governor  and 
the  Advisory  Budget  Commission  to  have  the  authority  to  allocate  such 
Capital  Outlay  Appropriations  as  and  when  it  shall  appear  to  them  that 
a  dollar's  value  can  be  had  for  each  dollar  spent. 

Fifth:  That  since  no  timing  is  called  for  in  the  Medical  Care  Program 
you  should  give  consideration  as  to  what  part  of  the  program  is  feasible  at 
this  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sixth:  That  you  enact  a  strong  Highway  Safety  Program,  including  pro- 
vision for  an  increased  number  of  Highway  Patrolmen. 

Seventh:  That  the  Department  of  Tax  Research  be  enlarged  and  expanded 
and  maintained  as  an  Independent  Agency  in  connection  with  the  Gover- 
nor's Office. 

Eighth:  That  the  rate  of  contributions  by  the  State  and  the  participants 
under  the  Retirement  Fund  for  Teachers  and  State  Employees  be  increased 
from  the  present  amount  four  per  cent  to  that  of  five  per  cent. 

Ninth:  That  the  diversion  of  highway  funds  into  channels  other  than  for 
highway  purposes  should  be  avoided  and  the  statutory  provision  authoriz- 
ing the  application  of  the  sales  tax  to  the  proceeds  of  gasoline  tax  collec- 
tions should  be  repealed. 

Tenth:  That  some  Minor  Amendments  should  be  adopted  in  the  Unem- 
ployment Compensation  Law,  as  may  appear  necessary  to  implement  the 
cooperation  of  the  Employment  Service  and  the  Unemployment  Compensa- 
tion Commission. 

Eleventh:  That  no  major  changes  in  our  tax  structure  should  be  made 
but  inequitable  and  discriminatory  taxes,  if  found  to  exist,  should  be  re- 
moved. 

Twelfth :  That  careful  study  of  all  problems  pertaining  to  veterans  should 
be  made  to  ascertain  if  further  assistance  can  be  provided  by  the  State. 
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Thirteenth:  That  a  balanced  budget  shall  be  maintained,  as  this  is  the 
surest  way  to  provide  stability  in  government. 

Conclusion 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  to  every 
member  of  the  Joint  Session  of  this  General  Assembly,  I  want  to  assure 
each  of  you  as  I  close  this  Biennial  Message,  that  as  Governor  I  will 
cooperate  with  you  in  your  legislative  problems  during  your  deliberations, 
and  meticulously  carry  out  any  duties  assigned  to  me  by  the  laws  you  enact. 
Together  let  us  work  and  plan  for  the  good  of  North  Carolina. 

The  spirit  of  idealism  and  of  adventure  is  not  dead  in  North  Carolina.  So, 
in  the  closing  paragraphs  of  this  message,  I  bring  you  words  freighted  with 
my  heart  throbs  and  which  may  be  blurred  with  my  attempted  rhetoric. 

Sea-faring  men  tell  us  that  there  is  a  certain  part  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
where  a  vessel  moving  Westward  always  expects  to  encounter  a  dense  fog. 
On  these  occasions,  even  while  the  sun  still  shines,  there  can  be  seen  in  the 
distance  over  the  bow  of  the  ship  the  dense  fogbanks  that  must  be  crossed. 
As  the  ship  approaches  these  murky  clouds,  the  Captain  and  Navigator 
sail  on,  cognizant  of  the  sea's  dangers  that  may  be  concealed  within  the 
encompassing  gloom. 

So,  North  Carolina,  in  these  Post-war  Days,  must  not  be  lulled  to  sleep 
by  the  lotus  fruit  of  present  increasing  revenue  collections,  but  must  rather 
gird  itself  for  the  uncertain  decreasing  days  that  are  sure  to  come.  A  con- 
fident Captain  must  pilot  our  Ship  of  State  through  the  gloom  of  financial, 
industrial  and  social  fog,  with  the  accuracy  of  the  magnetic  needle  and  the 
positive  direction  fixed  by  the  North  Star  of  Service  to  all  of  our  citizen- 
ship. Although  at  times  the  stars  of  our  State's  progress  may  be  tempo- 
rarily obscure  and  the  sun  of  future  achievement  hidden  by  the  clouds  of 
doubt  and  despair;  yet  our  Captain  must  give  the  command,  "Sail  on,  sail 
on,"  until  we  reach  that  beachhead  of  achievement  on  the  shores  of  a  better 
and  more  progressive  North  Carolina,  where  the  horizon  of  opportunity  to 
our  citizenship  shall  be  forever  widened  and  extended. 

To  this  task  I  am  dedicated  and  ask  you  to  join  me,  with  an  earnest  pur- 
pose which  will  brook  no  turning  back.  I  summon  the  citizenship  of  this 
State,  who  are  imbued  with  an  unquenchable  loyalty,  to  preserve  all  those 
achievements  that  are  presently  good,  and  with  redoubled  energy,  seek  to 
attain  our  hoped-for  ideals.  Let  us  join  ourselves  together  as  one  Great 
Family  of  our  Beloved  Mother  State  and  securely  establish  and  maintain 
here  in  North  Carolina  those  beachheads  of  useful  State  service  and  endur- 
ing progress  which  our  citizenship  so  much  need  and  have  long  desired. 

After  the  address,  on  motion  of  Senator  Blythe,  the  Joint  Assembly  dis- 
solves, the  Senate  stands  adjourned  and  the  House  resumes  consideration 
of  business.

SPECIAL   BUDGET   MESSAGE  FROM   THE   GOVERNOR 

TO 
THE   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY   OF   NORTH    CAROLINA 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and 
Members  of  the  General  Assembly : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  as  required  by  the  Execu- 
tive Budget  Act,  the  Budget  for  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  the  Bien- 
nium  beginning  July  1,  1947.  I  transmit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
Budget  Report  for  the  Biennium  1947-49,  together  with  the  Budget  Main- 
tenance Appropriation  Bill,  the  Budget  Permanent  Appropriation  Bill,  a 
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bill  transferring  10  million  dollars  of  the  General  Fund  Surplus  to  the  Post- 
war Reserve  Fund,  and  the  Budget  Revenue  Bill.  Since  no  changes  are 
recommended  in  the  Machinery  Act,  the  Machinery  Bill  is  omitted. 

On  last  Thursday,  January  9th,  1947,  there  was  transmitted  to  you  a  Sup- 
plemental Appropriation  Bill  providing  additional  emergency  salary  in- 
creases for  the  school  teachers  and  State  employees  for  the  remainder  of 
the  present  fiscal  year,  beginning  January  1st,  1947,  and  ending  June  30th, 
1947.  That  Supplemental  Appropriation  Bill  makes  provision  for  an  imme- 
diate increase  in  the  salaries  of  all  State  employees  and  public  school  per- 
sonnel commensurate  with  the  rising  costs  of  living.  In  my  opinion,  a 
graduated  20  per  cent  salary  increase  will  be  just  to  all  employees  and  will 
be  within  the  limits  of  sound  Budget  Practice. 

The  Budget  Report  represents  the  composite  judgment  of  the  members  of 
the  Advisory  Budget  Commission,  who  have  applied  themselves  diligently 
in  searching  out  the  facts  of  the  State  Government  in  order  to  present  a 
comprehensive  estimate  of  the  needs  of  its  various  institutions  and  agencies 
and  the  ability  of  the  State  to  meet  these  needs. 

Because  of  the  inflated  income  period  through  which  we  are  passing,  where- 
in we  are  witnessing  an  abnormal  revenue  yield  on  one  hand  and  an  un- 
precedented cost  of  living  on  the  other  hand,  both  of  which  should  decline 
before  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  temper  optimism  with  restraint. 

In  keeping  with  the  principles  of  stable  government,  on  which  North 
Carolina  has  based  its  fiscal  policy  for  many  years,  the  Current  Expense 
Appropriations  recommended  in  the  Budget  are  to  be  paid  from  current 
revenue  receipts.  The  surplus  funds  are  to  be  used  only  for  (1)  A  Reserve 
Fund,  and   (2)   For  Permanent  Improvements. 

Since  by  constitutional  mandate  the  debt-contracting  power  of  the  State 
is  very  limited,  it  would  be  unthinkable  to  double  our  spending  of  normal 
prewar  years  without  providing  an  adequate  reserve  fund  to  absorb  the 
shock  of  declining  revenue  in  the  postwar  period.  Hence,  I  strongly  urge 
that  you  transfer  10  million  dollars  from  the  surplus  to  the  Postwar  Re- 
serve Fund,  so  that  we  shall  then  have  a  minimum  of  30  million  dollars  in 
reserve.  Even  this  amount  of  reserve  would  do  no  better  than  absorb  a  15 
per  cent  decline  in  revenue  yield. 

Since  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  certainty  the  amount  of  revenue 
shrinkage  during  the  next  Biennium,  I  recommend  that  you  increase  the 
Reserve  Fund  of  30  Million  Dollars,  one  dollar  for  each  dollar  appropriated 
for  objects  or  purposes  not  contained  in  the  Budget  Appropriation  Bill. 
In  so  doing,  you  can  thus  provide  against  salary  cuts  and  curtailed  services 
during  the  ensuing  Biennium. 

The  Permanent  Improvement  Fund  should  only  be  spent  when  it  ap- 
pears to  the  Governor  and  Advisory  Budget  Commission  that  a  dollar's 
worth  of  value  can  be  had  for  each  dollar  spent.    I  recommend  that  the  Per- 
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manent  Improvement  Appropriation  Bill  vest  in  the  Governor  and  the  Ad- 
visory Budget  Commission  authority  to  release  this  money  for  expenditure 
only  after  they  shall  be  satisfied  of  (1)  The  need  for  such  expenditure,  and 
(2)  Satisfactory  bids  shall  be  in  hand  for  the  building  or  buildings  pro- 
posed to  be  erected. 

I  call  particular  attention  to  certain  recommendations  in  the  Budget: 

1.  I  recommend  a  salary  increase  of  20  per  cent  for  pubilc  school  teachers 
and  State  employees  for  each  year  of  the  Biennium  starting  July  1st, 
1947.  This  increase  is  justified  for  the  same  compelling  reasons  advanced 
for  the  Emergency  Appropriation  Act. 

2.  I  recommend  that  the  Teachers  and  State  Employees  Retirement  Fund 
payments  be  increased.  The  State  must  make  additional  contributions  to 
match  the  employees'  percentage  increase  from  4  to  5  per  cent.  Adequate 
provision  for  the  employees  at  the  age  of  retirement  will  aid  the  State  to 
employ  and  hold  the  highest  type  of  teachers  and  employees  in  the  service  of 
the  State. 

3.  It  is  estimated  that  on  June  30th,  1947,  the  General  Fund  Surplus  will 
be  74  million,  501  thousand,  437  dollars.  After  deducting  a  minimum  of  30 
million  dollars  for  the  Reserve  Fund,  there  should  be  approximately  44  mil- 
lion, 501  thousand,  437  dollars,  which  should  be  appropriated  to  a  Special 
Permanent  Building  Fund  to  be  used  for  the  enlargement  and  expansion  of 
the  departments  and  institutions  of  the  State,  some  of  which  can  be  allo- 
cated to  the  Medical  Care  Program  and  the  building  of  local  hospitals  pro- 
vided such  funds  are  supplemented  by  Federal  Funds  under  the  Hill-Burton 
Bill. 

4.  The  Capital  Outlay  Appropriations  recommended  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  mentally  ill  have  been  increased  considerably  and  should  have 
first  consideration  in  the  allocation  of  funds  for  new  buildings.  The  Budget 
recommendations  here  provide  for  the  care  of  1,550  additional  patients  at 
the  mental  institutions.  Also,  provision  is  made  for  the  colored  feeble-mind- 
ed at  the  State  Hospital  at  Goldsboro  and  for  the  construction  of  a  hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  spastic  children. 

5.  The  appropriations  recommended  for  the  General  Fund  are  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  North  Carolina.  Likewise,  the  anticipated  collection  of 
revenue  for  the  next  Biennium  is  twice  as  large  as  the  collections  for  the 
1939-41  Biennium.  In  view  of  these  extraordinary  recommendations,  both 
as  to  expenditures  and  receipts,  I  trust  you  will  examine  carefully  into  each 
and  every  proposed  appropriation  and  satisfy  your  mind  that  available 
revenue  will  be  in  hand  to  meet  each  dollar  appropriated. 

6.  The  appropriations  for  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Fund 
provide  47  million  dollars  for  the  Biennium  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance 
and  betterment  of  county  roads.  This  sum  is  appropriated  in  contempla- 
tion of  the  full-steam-ahead  program  for  the  improvement  of  secondary 
roads  at  the  rate  of  3  thousand  miles  per  year  for  the  next  ten  years. 
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7.  The  appalling  waste  of  life  and  property  on  our  highways  is  little  short 
of  shocking.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  a  halt  to  this  wanton 
waste.  I  recommend  an  increased  number  of  patrolmen,  together  with  in- 
creased personnel  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Bureau  sufficient  to  insure  prompt 
service  for  license  examinations,  and  an  adequate  number  of  safety  agents 
and  theft  inspectors. 

As  we  enter  this  postwar  period  and  watch  the  economy  of  our  State  and 
Nation  gradually  settle  to  a  period  of  normal  business  activity,  with  the  war 
restricting  hobbles  removed,  with  competition  becoming  keener  and  keener 
among  rival  businesses,  it  is  our  duty  to  remove  all  barriers  restricting  com- 
merce, such  as  punitive  and  discriminatory  taxes.  I  recommend  that  you 
examine  our  tax  structure  carefully  and  remove  such  taxes  if  they  be  found 
to  exist.  In  particular,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  franchise  and  the  in- 
tangible rate  changes  recommended  in  the  Budget  Revenue  Bill. 

The  total  recommendations  of  the  Budget  provide  a  balance  between  the 
receipts  and  expenditures.  The  credit  of  the  State,  the  stability  of  the  gov- 
ernment, hinge  upon  keeping  our  financial  house  in  good  order.  The  Budget 
recommendations  and  the  companion  bills  are  now  committed  to  your  care.

WHEREAS,  this  General  Assembly  has  heard  with  profound  regret  of 
the  death  of  the  Honorable  Rufus  A.  Doughton  and  the  Honorable  Eugene 
Transou,  both  of  whom  were  formerly  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina;  and  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  do  hereby 
desire  to  give  expression  of  their  deepest  sympathy  to  the  families  of  these 
distinguished  men  and  to  commemorate  and  make  a  record  of  the  long  and 
continued  public  service  of  these  patriotic  and  competent  public  servants-;

WHEREAS,  the  Honorable  Rufus  A.  Doughton  was  born  at  Laurel  Springs 
on  January  10,  1857;  he  was  educated  in  the  high  school  of  Independence, 
Virginia  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  was  a  lawyer,  farmer, 
and  banker;  he  was  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  House  of  Represen- 
tatives for  the  Sessions  of  1887,  1889,  1891,  1903,  1907,  1909,  1911,  1913, 
1915,  1917,  1919,  1921,  1923,  and  1933;  he  was  Speaker  of  the  House  at  the 
Session  of  1891;  he  was  Lieutenant  Governor,  1893-1897;  he  was  Commis- 
sioner of  Revenue,  District  Highway  Commissioner  ,and  State  Highway 
Commissioner;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church;   and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Honorable  Eugene  Transou  was  born  at  Laurel  Springs 
on  January  21,  1872,  attended  schools  at  Ore  Knob,  Laurel  Springs  and 
Sparta  Institute;  he  was  a  farmer  and  dealer  in  live  stock;  he  was  a 
member  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  of  his  county,  County  Commis- 
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sioner,  and  Mayor  of  Sparta;  he  was  appraiser  for  the  Regional  Credit 
Corporation,  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  Teachers'  College 
of  Boone,  North  Carolina;  he  was  representative  in  the  General  Assembly 
for  the  Session  of  1929,  State  Senator  in  the  Sessions  of  1917  and  1941;  he 
was  steward  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  his  church :

STATEMENT  OF  MEMBER 

Mr.  Uzzell  of  Rowan  County  makes  the  following  statement  and  requests 
that  it  be  spread  upon  the  Journal. 

"On  last  Friday  when  we  considered  the  Barker  amendment  to  the 
Emergency  Appropriations  Bill,  my  colleague,  Mr.  Ramsay,  and  I  voted 
against  the  amendment. 

"I  voiced  my  opposition  to  the  amendment  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  stat- 
ing that  I  opposed  the  amendment  for  the  reason  that  we  raised  the  salaries 
of  teachers  holding  less  than  'A'  certificates  30%  and  the  salaries  of  teachers 
with  'A'  certificates  by  only  25%. 

"I  submit,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  such  action  rewards  those  less  qualified  to 
teach  our  children,  and  certainly  is  not  an  incentive  to  raise  the  standards  in 
our  schools. 

"Mr.  Speaker,  it  is  not  with  pride  that  I  inform  this  House  that  in  the  school 
system  of  Rowan  County,  39  of  our  teachers  do  not  have  'A'  certificates. 
Of  this  number,  six  are  high  school  graduates,  five  did  not  complete  high 
school  and  two  are  non-standard,  without  even  high  school  training. 

"To  give  them  a  greater  increase — even  in  the  nature  of  a  temporary 
bonus — than  we  give  to  the  teachers  who  have  devoted  much  of  their  time, 
effort  and  money  in  order  to  better  enable  them  to  teach  the  boys  and  girls 
of  this  State  does  not  make  sense  to  me. 

"Mr.  Speaker,  while  Mr.  Ramsay  and  I  both  voted  against  the  Barker 
amendment,  and  supported  the  bill  as  amended,  a  news  story  emanating 
from  Raleigh,  and  carried  by  the  papers  in  my  section  of  the  State,  said 
that  I  opposed  the  amendment  and  that  my  colleague  voted  for  it. 

"Since  this  incorrect  report  appeared  in  our  papers,  many  of  the  good 
citizens  in  my  county  accused  me  of  being  against  the  schools. 

"Mr.  Speaker,  those  of  you  who  have  served  with  me,  and  those  who 
know  my  record,  know  that  I  have  always  been  a  friend  of  the  public  schools, 
and  expect  to  do  all  within  my  power  to  remove  present  inequalities  when 
we  consider  the  permanent  Appropriations  Bill. 

"While  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  criticize  the  author  of  that  story,  for  there 
was  so  much  confusion  in  the  House  on  Friday  that  anyone  could  have 
made  a  mistake,  I  hope  that  he  will  be  more  careful  in  the  future  in  re- 
porting the  actions  of  Mr.  Ramsay  and  me  on  important  issues."

That  the  appropriations  authorized  herein  are  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  providing  additional  emergency  salary  bonus  for  public 
school  teachers  and  other  state  employees,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  salaries 
of  public  school  teachers  and  other  state  employees  only  as  provided  in  the 
following  schedules:

The  undersigned  Conferees,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  have  gone  into  conference  and  fully  considered  Senate  Bill 
No.  11  with  the  House  amendment. 

We  recommend  that  both  the  Senate  and  House  recede  from  their  posi- 
tions, and  we  are  submitting  the  following  for  your  consideration : 

1.  That  Senate  Bill  No.  11  be  amended  by  striking  out  in  Sections  1,  2, 
and  3  thereof  the  words  "emergency  salaries"  wherever  appearing  and  sub- 
stitute in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "emergency  bonus." 
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2.  That  Section  1  of  Senate  Bill  No.  11  be  further  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  appearing  in  line  six  in  their  entirety  and  by  substituting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "emergency  bonus  for  services  rendered  and  to  be 
performed." 

3.  That  Section  2  of  Senate  Bill  No.  11  and  the  House  Amendment  thereto, 
be  stricken  out  in  its  entirety,  and  a  new  Section  2  reading  as  follows  be 
inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

"Section  2.  That  the  appropriations  authorized  herein  are  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  providing  an  additional  emergency  bonus  for  public  school 
teachers  and  other  State  employees,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  salaries 
of  public  school  teachers  and  other  State  employees  only  as  provided  in  the 
following  schedule: 

Annual  Salaries  up  to  and  including  $1,200  the  total  sum  of  $144 

Annual  Salaries  $1,201  to  $1,380  the  total  sum  of  162 

Annual  Salaries  $1,381  to  $1,560  the  total  sum  of  180 

Annual  Salaries  $1,561  to  $1,740  the  total  sum  of  198 

Annual  Salaries  $1,741  to  $1,920  the  total  sum  of  216 

Annual  Salaries  $1,921  to  $2,100  the  total  sum  of  234 

Annual  Salaries  $2,101  to  $2,400  the  total  sum  of  246 

Annual  Salaries  $2,401  to  $2,700  the  total  sum  of  258 

Annual  Salaries  $2,701  to  $6,600  the  total  sum  of  270 

The  emergency  bonus  herein  provided  for  shall  be  payable  to  all  teachers 
and  State  employees  of  the  State  on  November  1,  1946,  and  who  have  con- 
tinued in  such  employment  until  February  25,  1947,  as  follows:  one-half 
of  the  total  of  said  emergency  bonus  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  the 
regular  salary  checks  during  the  month  of  February  1947,  and  the  remain- 
ing one-half  of  said  emergency  bonus  shall  be  pro  rated  according  to  the' 
number  of  regular  monthly  salary  checks  issued  to  such  teachers  and  State 
employees  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  ending  June  30,  1947;  provided, 
however,  that  any  teacher  or  State  employee  entering  employment  of  the 
-State  between  the  period  beginning  November  1,  1946,  and  ending  February 
25,  1947,  shall  receive  the  proratable  portion  of  the  first  one-half  of  the 
total  of  said  emergency  bonus  herein  provided  for  at  the  time  of  the  issu- 
ance of  the  regular  February  salary  check  to  such  teacher  or  State  employee, 
and  thereafter  shall  be  paid  as  above  provided. 

The  conferees,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
submitting  this  report  are  not  taking,  and  do  not  choose  to  take,  any  position 
with  reference  to  the  salary  schedules  proposed  for  the  next  biennium,  and 
whatever  action  is  taken  on  this  report  cannot  and  should  not  be  construed  as 
having  any  bearing  on  the  salary  schedules  which  will  come  before  this 
General   Assembly  later   in  consideration   of  the   Biennial   Appropriations 
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Bill.  It  is  emphasized  by  the  conferees  that  this  report  does  not  and  should 
not  be  considered  in  any  sense  as  "a  pattern"  for  the  salary  schedules  to  be 
prepared  in  the  General  Appropriations  Bill  for  the  next  biennium. 

We  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report.

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina: 

The  General  Assembly  of  1943  created  a  postwar  reserve  fund  of  $20,- 
000,000.00  (Chapter  6,  Public  Laws  1943)  and  authorized  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  State  to  invest  said  fund  as  therein  provided.  The  Governor  and 
Council  of  State  were  by  said  enactment  required  to  submit  to  the  General 
Assembly  a  report  of  such  investments  made  in  pursuance  of  this  enactment. 

In  accordance  with  this  provision  we  submit  herewith  a  detailed  state- 
ment showing  the  investments  and  earnings  of  this  fund  for  the  period 
December  16,  1944  through  December  15,  1946. 

As  shown  by  this  report,  this  fund  amounted  to  $20,314,094.86  at  our 
last  report  on  December  15,  1944,  including  North  Carolina  Bonds  worth 
$988,509.50,  United  States  Treasury  7/8%  Certificates  of  Indebtedness  worth 
$19,325,000.00  and  uninvested  cash  of  $585.36. 

On  June  15,  1945  the  United  States  Treasury  Certificates  of  Indebtedness 
were  sold  and  new  Certificates  purchased  at  a  net  profit  of  $10,022.12.  The 
earnings  from  interest  during  the  period  amounted  to  $356,537.86,  making 
the  fund  worth  $20,680,654.84  as  of  June  15,  1946.

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STATE   PUBLIC   BUILDINGS    COMMISSION 

TO 

HONORABLE    R.    GREGG    CHERRY,     GOVERNOR    OF     NORTH     CAROLINA 

AND  THE 
MEMBERS   OF  THE   1947   SESSION,   GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF   NORTH   CAROLINA 

At  the  1945  Session  of  our  General  Assembly,  a  resolution  was  intro- 
duced (Resolution  No.  HR  40-979)  and  passed  by  both  Houses  without  a 
dissenting  vote.  This  resolution  instructed  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
commission  of  five  citizens  to  make  a  study  of  the  public  building  needs 
of  North  Carolina.  The  Governor  appointed  on  this  commission  one  Senator, 
two  members  of  the  House  and  two  of  North  Carolina's  largest  and  most 
experienced  contractors  and  engineers.  This  commission  has  met  a  number 
of  times  for  discussion  of  needs  of  our  State  in  the  way  of  new  buildings 
and  improvements  to  our  old  buildings.  A  general  letter  was  sent  out  to 
State  officers  and  all  department  heads  asking  them  for  advice  and 
suggestions  on  what  was  needed  in  their  various  departments.  The  replies 
received  have  been  studied  and  will  be  kept  on  file  for  future  studies. 

It  will  be  recalled  by  some  of  the  older  members  of  the  Legislature 
that  a  similar  commission  was  appointed  during  the  Broughton  adminis- 
tration. The  members  of  the  Commission  met  two  or  three  times  but  the 
war  came  on  and  after  discussion  with  Governor  Broughton  the  commission 
decided  not  to  make  further  studies  and  no  recommendations  for  the 
duration. 

The   total    expenses    of   that    commission's    activities   were   $70.12. 

The  members  of  the  present  commission  are  serving  without  any  per 
diem,  and   so  far  no   expense  items  have  been  filed. 

The    commission    makes    the    following    report    and    recommendations: 

1.  That  a  suitable  fireproof  storage  building  for  the  numerous  files  of 
our  various  State  departments  should  be  constructed  immediately.  This 
must  be  adequate  to  provide  sufficient  fireproof  storage  for  the  present 
needs  as  well  as  for  anticipated  needs  for  the  immediate  future.  The 
building  should  be  so  designed  and  constructed  that  additional  space  could 
be  provided  later  by  additions  to  same  when  the  need  for  greater  storage 
space  is  required  in  the  distant  future.  This  storage  building  would  imme- 
diately relieve  many  of  our  State  departments  and  make  available  for 
office  space  the  room  which  they  are  now  using  for  file  storage. 

2.  That  a  suitable  location  be  secured  in  or  near  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina,  and  that  an  adequate  new  State  Capitol  be  erected  thereon. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  present  State  Capitol  building  was 
designed  and  erected  to  take  care  of  the  legislative  and  administrative 
needs  of  our  state  when  North  Carolina  was  a  comparatively  undeveloped 
and  sparsely  settled  state.    Our  resources,  wealth,  population,  needs  and 
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requirements  for  State  administrative  offices,  etc.,  have  multiplied  since 
that  time  and  our  Capitol  building  is  now  totally  inadequate  for  the 
needs. 

3.  That  the  present  State  Capitol  building,  upon  completion  of  a  new 
capitol,  be  used  as  a  State  Art  Gallery  and  Hall  of  History.  This  would 
preserve,  practically  untouched,  the  present  capitol  building,  which  many 
believe  to  have  great  historic  and  artistic  value.

Assembly  should  take  necessary  action  to  provide  desperately  needed 
space  for  certain  of  our  State  functions. 

1.  That  land  should  be  secured  and  a  suitable  building  erected  for  a 
State  Art  Gallery  and  Hall  of  History. 

2.  That  suitable  space  be  provided  for  both  branches  of  the  General 
Assembly  by  erecting  a  new  legislative  hall  at  each  end  of  the  present 
Capitol  building,  without  changing  or  altering  the  present  design  or  ap- 
pearance of  the  Capitol  building.  A  sketch  by  Northup  and  O'Brien,  Wins- 
ton-Salem, North  Carolina,  is  on  exhibit  in  the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol,  indi- 
cating the  appearance  of  the  Capitol,  after  such  legislative  halls  re  built,  of 
identical  architecture  and  of  similar  materials  to  those  in  the  present 
Capitol. 

3.  That  a  suitable  building  be  erected  facing  the  Capitol,  similar  to 
the  newly  erected  State  office  buildings,  to  house  the  State  Treasurer, 
Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State;  the  space  thus  vacated  by  them  to  be 
utilized  by  the   Governor  and  his  staff.

WHEREAS,  Doctor  Rogers  was  known  by  nearly  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  his  county,  unaffected  and  plain  in  his  life  and  manner  and 
was  one  of  the  "horse  and  buggy"  doctors  who  visited  every  community 
in  his  county  and  answered  the  call  of  sick  people  at  any  hour  of  the

GEORGE  W.  CHERRY,  FORMER  MEMBER  OF  THE  GENERAL  AS-

desires  to  give  some  recognition  of  the  passing  of  one  of  its  former  mem- 
bers, George  W.  Cherry,  who  formerly  lived  in  Hayesville,  Clay  County, 
North  Carolina,  and  who  died  on  May  30,  1946;  and  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  1947  Session  desires  to  commemorate  his  services  to  his  community 
and  State  and  to  give  a  proper  expression  of  sorrow  in  the  loss  sustained

That  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  expresses  its  sorrow  at  its  loss  and  its  grateful  thanks  that 
he  was  privileged  to  live,  serve  his  community  and  as  a  member  of  this 
body.

To  the  Honorable  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  Lieutenant  Governor,  ex  officio 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Honorable  Thomas  J.  Pearsall,  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  re  Constitutionality  of  House  Bill  No.  276 

Joint  Resolution  No.  979,  requesting  the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Associate 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  indicate  whether  in  their  opinions  House 
Bill  No.  276,  if  duly  approved  by  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
would  be  a  valid  exercise  of  the  legislative  power,  has  been  received  and 
carefully  considered.  This  bill  would  provide  subsistence  and  travel  al- 
lowance for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  in  addition  to  the  com- 
pensation fixed  for  their  services  by  constitutional  provision. 

The  people  of  North  Carolina,  speaking  through  their  Constitution,  have 
fixed  the  salaries  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  term  of 
their  office  at  six  hundred  dollars  each,  with  additional  compensation  in 
case  of  an  extra  session.  Article  II,  Section  28.  A  proposed  amendment 
which  would  have  augmented  this  amount  with  an  expense  allowance  was 
defeated  in  the  general  election  of  1946.  Chapter  1042,  Session  Laws  1945. 
It  is  understood  that  another  amendment  involving  the  same  matter  is  to 
-be  voted  on  at  the  next  general  election. 

The  rule  is  well  established  in  this  jurisdiction  that  the  voice  of  the 
people  is  the  voice  of  finality.  This  principle  was  recently  approved  in  the 
case  of  Purser  V.  Ledbetter,  227  North  Carolina  1,  where  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Charlotte  were  denied  the  right  to  proceed  with  a 
•matter  following  its  rejection  at  the  polls.  Similarly,  the  Commissioners  of 
Guilford  County  were  held  to  be  without  authority  to  augment  the  salary 
of  one  of  their  officers  which  had  been  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
albeit  the  duties  of  the  officer  had  been  greatly  increased.  Hill  V.  Stans- 
bury,  223  N.  C.  193,  25  S.  E.    (2d)    604. 

While  the   General  Assembly  is  authorized  to  fix  the  compensation  of 
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other  officials,  the  people  have  reserved  to  themselves  the  right  to  de- 
termine the  amount  which  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
paid.  The  object  of  the  reservation  is  to  relieve  those  in  high  public 
office  from  the  necessity  of  passing  upon  a  matter  in  which  they  have  a 
direct  pecuniary  interest.  It  has  long  been  a  rule  of  general  observance 
that  self-interest  disqualifies  one  from  acting  in  a  public  capacity  where 
unbiased  judgment  is  required.  Anno.  133  ALE  1258.  Such  was  the 
direct  holding  in  Kendall  V.  Stafford,  178  N.  C.  461,  101  S.  E.  15,  where 
the  'Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Greensboro  were  denied  the  right  to 
vote  themselves  additional  compensation,  notwithstanding  the  letter  of 
the  law  seemed  broad  enough  to  include  the  power.  See,  also,  In  re  Steele, 
220  N.  C.  685,  18  S.  E.  (2d)  132,  and  S.  V.  Hartley,  193  N.  C.  304,  136 
S.  E.  868.  .     • 

Substantially  the  same  question  here  submitted  has  been  the  subject  of 
debate  in  a  number  of  states.  It  is  generally  held  that  a  legislative  body 
has  no  power  to  provide  subsistence  and  travel  allowance  for  its  members 
in  excess  of  or  in  addition  to  the  compensation  fixed  by  constitutional 
provision.  The  authorities  on  the  subject  are  collected  in  50  A  L  R  1239, 
and  60  A  L  R  416,  where  the  arguments  in  support  of  the  different  con- 
tentions are  fully  stated.  See,  also,  supplemental  decisions  thereunder. 
In  line  with  the  majority  view  is  our  own  decision  in  Bank  V.  Worth, 
117  N.  C.  146,  23  S.  E.  160. 

Accordingly  you  are  advised  that  the  General  Assembly  would  seem 
to  be  without  authority  to  accomplish  the  purpose  declared  in  House  Bill 
No.  276.

"For  each  inspection  of  a  vehicle  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  part 
during  the  years  1948  and  1949,  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  shall  pay  to  the 
authorized  agent  of  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  assigned  to  the  in- 
spection station  at  which  such  vehicle  is  inspected,  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  and  thereafter  for  each  inspection  of  a  vehicle  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  part,  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  shall  pay  seventy-five 
cents   (75c)."

A  Resolution  Creating  a  Commission  to  Investigate  and  Report  Upon 
the  Recreational  Possibilities  of  the  Uwharrie-Caraway  Area 
in  Western  Randolph  County. 

WHEREAS,  the  miniature  mountains,  valleys  and  streams  of  western 
Randolph   County  constitute   a   small-scale   replica   of   the  more   imposing 
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mountainous  section  of  western  North  Carolina,  and  afford  an  easily  ac- 
cessible area  readily  adaptable  for  purposes  of  public  recreation,  forestry 
conservation,  and  the  preservation  and  development  of  wild  life  resources; 
and 

WHEREAS,  this  area  is  fortunately  located  within  convenient  driving 
distance  of  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  of  our  people  to  whom  other 
more  distant,  and  consequently  more  expensive,  recreation  areas  of  our 
mountains  in  the  extreme  west  and  our  eastern  seashore  are  not  available: 
NOW  THEREFORE,  in  order  that  the  recreational  possibilities  of  this 
piedmont  section  may  be  explored  and  more  fully  developed  in  the  interest 
of  the  State  as  a  whole,  and  of  this  great  segment  of  our  population  in 
particular,  it  is  hereby  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  1947: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  the  Uwharrie-Caraway  Recreational 
Park  Commission,  the  members  of  which  shall  serve  without  compensation. 
This  commission  shall  consist  of  five  men  or  women  residing  in  the  western 
portion  of  Randolph  County  to  be  appointed  by  the  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  from  Randolph  County  for  the  Session  of  1947,  together 
with  the  following  ex-officio  members;  namely,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  of  Randolph  County,  the  Director  of  the  State 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Development,  the  Divisional  Engineer  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission  for  the  division  embracing  western  Ran- 
dolph County,  the  Director  of  the  State  Recreational  Commission,  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Development  allocated  to 
the  district  embracing  western  Randolph  County,  the  Randolph  County 
Agricultural  Agent,  the  President  of  the  Randolph  County  Wildlife  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Asheboro. 

All  appointive  and  ex-officio  members  of  the  commission  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  voting  on  all  matters  coming  before  the  commission,  and  any 
ex-officio  member  shall  have  the  right  to  cash  his  vote  by  written  proxy.  The 
several  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years 
from  their  appointment,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are  named  and 
qualified;  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  appointive  membership  of  the 
commission  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  remaining  members  of 
the  commission. 

The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer 
from  its  membership,  and  may  adopt  rules  for  its  own  governance.  The 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  enter  into  bond  upon  such  terms  and  in  such 
amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  commission  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  2.  The  commission  shall  proceed  to  investigate  the  recreational 
possibilities  of  the  area  in  western  Randolph  County  traversed  by  U.  S. 
Highway  No.  64,  with  a  view  to  developing  and  preserving  the  natural  re- 
sources, the  folklore,  historical  background  and  scenic  beauty  of  such  area, 
and  with  a  further  view  of  making  this  area  available  to  the  largest  possible 
number  of  our  people  as  a  public  recreational  area,  and  the  commission  shall 
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cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and  take  all  other  proper 
steps  in  order  to  give  full  effect  to  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution. 

The  commission  shall  also  submit  to  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Randolph  County  sixty  days  prior  to  the  next  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  a  detailed  report  of  its  findings 
and  conclusions,  together  with  definite  recommendations  as  to  the  best 
practicable  ways  and  means  of  developing  and  preserving  the  scenic  beauty 
and  wild  life  resources  of  such  area.  This  report  shall  include  recommen- 
dations covering  such  proposed  legislation  as  the  commission  may  deem 
best  calculated  to  effect  such  development  and  preservation  of  this  area 
in  the  public  interest. 

Sec.  3.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  ratification. 

Read  and  referred  to  Calendar  Committee  this  April  4,  1947. 

A  Resolution  Relating  to  the  Appointment  of  a  Public  School  Health 
Commission  to  Study  Health  Needs  of  Public  School  Children 
and  to  Report  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1949  Thereon. 

WHEREAS,  a  public  school  health  program  was  endorsed  by  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  of  North  Carolina  in  its  party  platform  of  1944;  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  North  Carolina  in  his  annual  message  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
1945  and  of  1947,  and  was  further  implemented  by  the  Medical  Care  Com- 
mission Act  of  1945;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Hospital  and  Medical  Care  Program,  as  embodied  in 
enactments  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1947,  makes  no  specific  provision 
for  taking  care  of  health  needs  of  school  children  of  North  Carolina;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  such  school  children  are  suffering  from  remediable 
defects  such  as  bad  tonsils,  teeth,  eyes  and  ears,  which  are  retarding  their 
educational  progress  and  threatening  their  future  health:  NOW,  THERE- 
FORE, 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina,  Session  of  1947: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  commission  of  seven  members  to 
be  known  as  the  "Public  School  Health  Commission",  the  membership  of 
which  shall  be  as  follows:  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission, 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  all  of  whom 
shall  serve  ex-officio,  together  with  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  of  North  Carolina,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  the 
membership  of  the  Senate  of  the  Session  of  1947  and  the  remaining  two 
from  the  membership  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Session  of 
1947.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commission  to  investigate  and  study 
health  needs  of  children  in  the  public  school  of  North  Carolina,  with  par- 
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ticular  emphasis  on  remediable  defects  which  may  be  preventing  normal 
educational  advancement  and  jeopardizing  the  future  health  and  welfare 
of  such  children,  and  which  are  of  such  nature  as  might  be  corrected  by  a 
comprehensive  and  well-financed  school  health  program. 

Such  commission  shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its  findings, 
conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the  1949  Session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Members  of  the  commission  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  eight  dollars 
($8.00)  for  each  day  devoted  to  attendance  upon  meetings  of  the  commis- 
sion, or  any  sub-commission  thereof,  together  with  the  same  expense  and 
travel  allowance  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties 
under  this  Act  as  are  allowed  under  the  general  law  of  the  State  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Budget  Bureau. 

Sec.  2.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  ratification.
